—Four  speeches  In  a  single  dav 
marked  Premier  Mackenzie  Kings 
visit  to  his  own  con-stituency  of 
Prince  Albert.  The  Prime  Minister 
arrived  at  Rostliern  this  morning, 
addressed  a  meeting  of  his  con- 
sUtuents  in  the  morning,  motored 
150  miles  to  an  afternoon  meeting 
at.  St.  Jullen  and  another  at  Sokal. 
and  ended  up  wlUi  a  great  mass 
meeting  In  the  Armories  here  to- 
night. With  him  at  tonight's  meet- 
ing was  Hon.  Ernest  Lapolnte.  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  who  spoke  before 
the  Prime  Minister's  address.  A 
crowd  estimated  at  between  two  and 
three  thousand  gathered  at  the 
meeting  in  Prince  Albert  City. 

In  his  address  at  Rosthern  the 
Prime  Minister  predicted  victory  for 
the  Liberal  party.  "I  think  there  is 
no  doubt  In  the  world  tliat  the  Lib- 
eral party  Is  going  to  be  returned  on 
July  28."  he  told  his  audience.  In 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  he 
estimated  that  six  Government  sup- 
porters would  be  returned,  and  he 
predicted  gains  In  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  a  solid  Quebec  and  more 
Liberal  seats  in  Ontario.  He  did  not 
anticipate  much  change  in  the 
Prairie  West.

came  a  shout  from  the  crowd.  The 
Oovernment  could  have  retained 
office  until  November  of  next  year.

PARIS.  July.  12.-The  Kellogg 
Pact  appears  to  be  exerting  an  In- 
fluence on  the  Franco- Italian  ten- 
sion as  expressed  In  Central  - 
European  affairs,  particularly  on  the 
possibility  of  Prince  Otto  of  Haps- 
burg  assuming  the  Hungarian 
throne  by  a  coup  d'etat. 

Italy  Is  believed  to  be  supporting 
Prince  Otto  and  Hungary,  while 
France  Is  auporUng  its  little  Entente 
Allies  —  Czechoslovakia,  Jugoslavia 
and  Roumanla— which  appear  de- 
termined to  prevent  any  renewal  of 
the  Hapsburg  rule.

In  case  a  crisis  of  this  kind  arises 
when  Prince  Otto  becomes  of  ace 
LU  November,  the  League  of  Nations, 
It  Is  generally  estimated,  would  be 
partially  paralyzed  by  a  lack  of 
unanimity  in  the  council.  But  th? 
Kelogg  Pact  would  still  be  effective. 

There  is  nothing  In  this  pact  to 
ire  vent,  a  Hapsburg  coupe  d'etat, 
but  Its  whole  trend.  It  Ls  said,  is 
such  as  to  render  armed  Interven- 
tion In  Hungary  by  the  Little  En- 
tente Illegal.  Thus.  If  the  LUUe  En- 
tente powers,  on  the  pretext  that 
the  Hapsburg  coup  d'etat  was  a' 
breach  of  international  agreement, 
should  cross  the  Hungarian  fronUer. 
would  not  Italy  Immediately  be 
justified  In  atacklng  Jugoslavia  in 
the  name  of  the  Kellogg  Pact? 
And.  If  Prance  went  to  the  aid  of 
Its  ally  by  In  turn  attacking  Italy, 
would  not  France  and  the  Little 
Intent*,  be  held  In  the  wrong  by 
British.  American  and  neutral 
opinions? 

U.S.  OPINIONS 

The  State  Department  at  Wgsh- 
'ngton  has  rep?atedly  declared  that 
the  Kellogg  Pact  is  taken  very 
seriously  and  will  be  the  boats  of 
American  policy. 

On  the  other  hand.  If  the  LltUe 
Entente  powers  are  prevented  by 
the  Kellogg  Pact  from  Intervening 
actively  In  Hungarian  affairs,  what 
means  have  they  of  safeguarding 
the  International  agreements  af- 
fecting their  own  security? 

These  quesUons  seem  to  have  been 
discussed  thoroughly  at  an  Im- 
portant recent  meeting  of  the  Little 
Entente  at  the  town  bearing  the 
euphonious  name  of  Stroske  Pleso. 
The  decision  was  token,  it  is  be- 
lieved, strongly  to  oppose  sny  Haps- 
burg return,  but.  If  a  coup  d'etat 
occurs,  to  avoid  armed  intervention 
on  even  an  serial  demonstration,  as 
seems  to  hove  been  hitherto  envis- 
aged. 

WOt  I  l»  (  I.OSr  »  HON  III  R 
The  Little  Entente's  action,  keep- 
ing in  mind  the  Kellogg  Poet,  would 
be  limited.  1  am  informed,  to  strong 
diplomatic  representations  on  one 
hand  ond  on  the  other.  If  these 
fall,  to  the  closing  of  the  fronUers 
against  Hungary. 

This  meeting  was  even  more  im- 
portant in  another  respect  It 
seems  to  have  tightened  the  Little 
Entente  In  bonds  closer  than  any 
hitherto  existing  A  brief  explana- 
tion will  serve  to  render  cleorer  the 
significance  of  this  event. 

Since  the  World  War  there  has 
been  o  group  of  powers,  namely. 
France.  Belgium.  Poland.  Czecho- 
slovakia, Jugoslavia  and  Roumsnlo. 
with  a  total  populotlon  of  131.- 
000.000  or.  if  the  French  colonies 
sre  also  counted.  181.000.000.  which 
consider  that  they  hove  o  common 
Interest  to  preserve  the  present 
situation  of  the  front  fen  In  Europe. 

IIAI.iAN  OITi-MION 

The  Italian  polity  of  the  lost  few 
years  has  tended,  on  the  one  hand, 
to  attempt  to  disaggregate  this  so- 
called  French  system  of  alliances, 
and  on  the  other  hand,  to  support 
such  states  as  Oermony.  Hungary. 
Bulgaria  ond  Austno.  which  ore 
opposed  to  the  present  situation  of 
the  fronUers. 

Oermony  appears  to  hove  declined 
the  Italian  overtures,  but  there  ls  a 
definite  ogreenment  between  Italy 
and  Hungary,  and  vague  under- 
standing between  Italy.  Bulgaria 
ond  Austria.  What  the  Italian* 
seem  especially  to  hove  hoped  was 
that  Germany  s  reserve  respecting 
Italian  projects  and  the  develop- 
ment of  better  Franco  Oerm an  re- 
lations would  tend  to  detach  Poland 
from  the  French  group,  ond  that  an 
Italian -Polish  rapprochement  would 
also  facilitate  an  Italian -Roumanian 
ropproachement  which  Italy  has 
long  been  seeking 

FKItNIU.Y  TO  ITAI  ^ 

Only  the  other  day  Italy's  Foreign 
Minister.  Dlno  Orondi.  after  vloit- 
ing  Vienna  and  Budopest.  proceeded 
to  Warsaw  where.  It  la  rumored,  he 
suggested  Italian  support  to  Poland 
ond  Roumanla  against  Soviet 
Russia.  A  rumor  was  also  current 
that  Prince  Carol  preferred  Italy  to 
France  and  that  when  he  took  the 
throne  of  Roumanla  he  would 
direct  Roumanian  policy  In  this 
sense 

The  meeUng  of  the  Little  Entente 
marks  apparently  a  complete  check 
to  these  various  hopes  ond  efforts 
looking  toward  disaggregation  of 
the  so-called  French  bloc.

It  was  decided  at  Stroske  Pleso 
that  the  Entente  shall  have  a  presi- 
dent who  will  be  the  foreign 
mlnlstery  of  the  country  In  which 
the  last  annual  conference  was  held. 
The  president's  duty  will  be  to  pre- 
pare and  execute  the  Entente's  de- 
cisions. It  was  also  decided  that 
the  Entente  may  be  represented  In 
international  negotiations  by  a 
single  representative  authorised  to 
speak  for  all  three  countries. 

Last  but  not  least,  obstacles  which 
had  been  considered  insurmountable

When  it  Is  recalled  that  the 
Little  Entente  o  year  ago  signed  the 
far-reaching  arbltxotion  treoty. 
It  will  be  sren  that  this  group  of 
three  states  is  In  a  fair  way  to  be- 
come equivalent  to  a  big  power  In 
international  affairs.  It  is  under- 
stood that  their  replies  to  the 
Brland  memorandum  on  a  Euro- 
pean nation  will  be  individual  but 
identical. 

DYNAMITF  LAW 
NOW  IN  EFFECT 

New    Regulation    Prohibits    Ise  of 
High  Percentage  Explosive 
t  ndrrzround 


To  protect,  British  Columbia 
miners  from  accident,  new  regula- 
tions, which  prohibit  the  use  of 
explosives  of  over  a  certain  per- 
centage of  nltro-glycerlne  in  under- 
ground workings,  were  promulgated 
on  Saturday  by  Hon.  W.  A.  Mc- 
Kenzle.  Minister  of  Mines. 

Investigations  carried  out  by  the 
Department  of  Mines  on  Mr.  Mc- 
Kenzle's  Instructions  showed  that  in 
several  cases  recently  miners  were 
overcome,  and  m  some  cases  fatally, 
by  the  carbon  monoxide  fumes  given 
off  by  the  high  percentage  dyna- 
mite 

The  explosives  which  may  be  used 
underground  ore  provided  for  in  the 
mining  statutes  and  ore  not  being 
varied  by  the  minister. 

Large  notices,  warning  under- 
ground workers  of  the  dangers  from 
fumes  following  explosions  hove 
been  prepared  by  the  department, 
and  the  regulations  require  that 
these  be  posted  in  a  prominent 
place  where  they  may  be  read  by  all 
miners. 


DRY  WEATHER  ADDS 
TO  FIRE  HAZARDS 

Forestry   Branch  Warm  That  Pos- 
sibility of  Outbreaks  Increased 
—Condition  Is  General 

Warning  Is  Issued  by  the  forecast- 
ing branch  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  that  Increasing  fire  hazard  ls 
general  over  the  province  and  that 
forecasts  Indicate  continuation  of 
dry  weather  All  districts  report 
"hot  ond  dry"  with  the  exception  of 
the  Komloops  area,  where  condi- 
tions are  described  as  "  warm  and 
very  dry." 

The  number  of  fires  to  date  Is 
given  as  504.  compared  with  618  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year  and  4«3  for  the  year  before  In 
the  Vancouver  district  the  total  this 
year  Is  106.  compared  with  126  lost 
year.  Other  totals  are:  Cariboo,  56 
Kamloopa.  »;  South  Interior.  139: 
Prince  Oeorge.  77.  and  Prince  Ru- 
pert. 101. 

The  Prince  Oeorge  and  Cariboo 
districts  show  on  increose  In  num- 
ber of  fires  this  year,  the  total  being 
14  more  In  Cariboo  and  34  in  the 
Prince  Oeorge  district.

Por  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  British  Columbia  agriculture  an 
Importation  of  livestock  will  be 
made  to  the  province  direct  from 
Oreat  Britain,  via  the  Panama 
Canal.  The  shipment  will  be  a  lot 
of  from  fifteen  to  twenty  head  of 
sheep  of  medium  ond  mutton  breeds 
and  they  will  be  consigned  to 
formers  In  various  parts  of  the 
province. 

Arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted for  the  quarantine  of  the 
animals  here  on  their  arrival,  and. 
as  soon  as  that  formality  has  been 
complied  with,  the  sheep  » dl  be 
sent  to  their  new  owners. 

This  is  expected  to  be  the  fore- 
runner of  many  large  and  Important 
shipments,  according  to  J.  B.  Munro. 
deputy  minister  of  agriculture. 

•The  sheep  will  be  brought  under 
our  arrangements  with  the  British 
Empire  Marketing  Board,"  stated 
Mr.  Munro.  "In  this  the  Provincial 
Government  pays  all  ocean  trans- 
portation costs,  receiving  o  rebate 
of  M)  per  cent  from  the  marketing 
board  when  delivery  has  been  com- 
pleted. By  shipping  via  Panama, 
the  costly  roll  freight  from  Quebec 
Is  eliminated.  The  roll  charges  In 
that  cose  would  have  to  be  borne 
by  the  farmer  here.  Under  our 
arrangements  the  transportation  I 
cost  to  the  farmer  will  be  only  the  | 
coat  of  shipping  from  Victoria  to 
his  closest  roll  or  boat  centre." 
HERE  IN  AUGUST 

The  Importation  Is  being  made  by  J 
the  Vancouver  Island  Flockmajitcrs' 
Association  to  the  order  of  sheep  i 
breeders  from  various  parts  of  the 
province.  Fifteen  orders  have  been 
received  to  dote  and  It  is  expected 
the  number  will  be  increased  to 
more  than  twenty  before  the  list 
is  closed  next  week.  The  shipment 
Is  expected  to  reach  here  late  in 
August. 

Previous  shipments,  but  made  via 
Quebec,  hove  been  made  under  the 
Provincial  Government's  arrange- 
ment with  the  Empire  board.  These 
Included  nearly  two  hundred  head 
of  Ayrshire*.  It  Is  understood  thst 
several  Red  Polls  are  being  imparted, 
and  a  shipment  of  Shorthorns 
arrived  recently. 

The  Empire  Marketing  Board 
offered  to  co-operate  with  the  Fed- 
eral Government  In  the  shipping  of 
livestock  to  Canada,  but  their  pro- 
posal was  turned  down.  The  British 
Columbia  Government  asked  to  be 
allowed  to  participate  In  an  arrange- 
ment, and  agreement  was  soon 
effected 

I II  ARE  OCEAN  COSTS 

Under  the  scheme  the  board  ond 
the  Provincial  Government  split  the 
costs  of  ocean  freight  The  board 
requires  that  prices  paid  for  animals 
exceed  certain  minimum*,  that  they 
be  purebred*  and  that  they  meet 
with  rigid  inspection  for  defects  and 
disease.  Only  high-class  individuals 
con  be  purchased  under  the  ar- 
rangement, yet  the  purchaser  Is 
ossurred  of  good  foundation  stock 
at  the  minimum  prices. 

The  Government  requires  that  U*e 
Imported  animals  and  their  progeny 
for  three  years  remain  In  British 
Columbia.  Thus  the  scheme  mokes 
possible  the  importation  of  desirable 
breeding  stock  at  a  minimam  cost 
and  ensures  benefits  to  the  livestock 
breedlnf  Industry  of  the  province 
at  the  same  time. 

The  Agent  -  General  for  British 
Columbia  act*  as  financial  agent  In 
the  transactions  and  the  British 
Columbia  representative  at  London 
represents  the  Interests  of  the 
British  Columbia  Government  and 
formers.  Also,  the  board  under- 
takes to  protect  the  Interests  of  the 
consignees,  as  Its  duty  la  to  main- 
tain, as  well  a*  encourage,  the  ex- 
portation of  breeding  stock  from 
Great  Britain.

The  Liberal  candidate  In  this  constituency 
for  Federal  honors  does  not  appear  to  have  taken 
an  particular  trouble  to  inform  himself  of  the 
course  of  events  He  was  unaware  that  the  Pro- 
vincial Governments  of  British  Columbia  and 
Manitoba  had  appealed  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment last  February  for  assistance  In  meeting  the 
unemployment  menace.  If  that  was  true,  he 
said,  it  was  evident  that  the  request  had  been 
sent  too  late  and  did  not  catch  up  with  Mr  Mac- 
kenzie King.  Just  where  the  Prime  Minister  was 
going  the  Liberal  candidate  did  not  aver  The 
quest  or  the  Provincial  Governments  for  assist- 
ance was  made  In  ample  time  to  have  the  matter 
takjen  up  in  the  House  of  Commons.  It  was  taken 
up  there  and  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  said  he 
would  not  give  a  five-cent  piece  to  any  Tory 
Government  In  the  country  to  assist  in  alleviat- 
ing unemployment.  That  excluded  British  Co- 
lumbia rrom  any  Federal  assistance.  It  does  not 
explain  why  Manitoba  should  also  have  been  left 
In  the  lurch. 

The  Liberal  candidate's  remarks  on  the  but- 
ter situation  In  Canada  are  equally  illuminating. 
This  he  obviously  does  not  understand.  He 
blames  a  milk  combine  in  Eastern  cities  for  an 
attempt  to  hold  up  prices.  Just  how  prices  can 
be  held  up  for  the  Dominion  butter  product  at  a 
time  when  It  is  being  subjected  to  such  severe 
competition  from  New  Zealand  Is  not  altogether 
clear.  The  Liberal  candidate  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  dairying  industry  of  the  coun- 
try Is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  making  big 
profits.  It  is  pertinent  to  ask  him  why.  if  that  is 
the  case.  Mr  Mackenzie  King  has  decided  that  a 
very  substantial  measure  of  relief  is  to  be  given 
to  the  industry  by  rattng  the  duty  on  New  Zea- 
land butter  to  4  cents  a  pound  in  October  next, 
in  other  words,  the  application  to  New  Zealand 
of  the  Canadian-Australian  Trade  Treaty  Is  to 
abrogated  Surely,  in  view  of  the  Liberal  can- 
didate's summing  up  of  the  situation  in  the 
dairying  Industry,  that  Is  reductlo  ad  absurdum 

Issues  of  the  campaign  can  well  be  discussed 
In  the  light  of  common  sense,  of  reasoned  intel- 
ligence and  with  a  knowledge  of  events.  The 
aftrtude  of  the  Liberal  Government  towards  the 
problem  of  unemployment  Is  a  matter  of  current 
political  history  Its  policies  rostered  and  aggra- 
vated that  problem,  and  up  to  the  time  of  the 
election  campaign  Mr  Mackenzie  King  would 
not  admit  that  conditions  called  for  action 'by 
the  Dominion  Government.  He  still  is  Inclined 
to  belittle  any  suggestion  that  unemployment 
constitutes  an  Issue  in  the  present  election  cam- 
paign. His  decision  to  exclude  Mew  Zealand 
from  the  terms  of  the  Canadian-Australian  Trade 
Treaty  and  to  raise  the  duty  on  butter  to  4  cents 
a  pound  Is  an  admission  that  the  dairying  Indus- 
try of  Canada  is  suffering  from  hampering  com- 
petition Despite  this,  the  Liberal  candidate  here 
says  the  industry  Is  In  a  flourishing  condition 
and  making  big  profits.  It  Is  quite  obvious  that 
other  lines  of  argument,  about  which  fuller 
knowledge  prevails  In  the  ranks  of  Liberalism, 
will  have  to  be  adopted  if  any  Impression  Is  to 
be  made  on  Conservative  strength  in  this  con- 
stituency.

The  famous  scientist,  Sir  J.  Arthur  Thomson, 
says  that  the  old  view  that  science  Is  a  kind  of 
bedrock  knowledge  that  has  the  last  word  to  say 
about  everything  Is  Incorrect  Science,  he  says, 
has  no  such  exalted  metier.  What  it  does  is  to 
describe  and  formulate  the  measurable.  Its 
questions  are  What.  Whence  and  How?  It  de- 
clines altngcth'T  t  >  an'-wrr  tli4  question.  Why 
That  Is  not  Its  business.  It  does  not  Inquire  Into 
the  purpose  or  significance  of  the  evolving  world 
There  is  no  such  word  as  ultimate  In  the  scien- 
tific dictionary.  In  other  words,  science  leaves 
Interpretation  to  philosophy  and  religion. 

Sir  James  says  that  science  must  state  Its 
conclusions  sc lentlflcall?  without  other  than 
scientific  explanations.  On  the  other  hand  re- 
ligion and  philosophy  must  not  clothe  their  in- 
terpretations in  terms  which  cannot  be  accepted 
by  the  scientific  Intelligence.  He  admits,  how- 
ever, that  by  modern  reasoning    scientific  de- 


,  The  largest  cathedral  that  the  world  has  yet 
known  is  to  be  built  by  the  Roman  Catholics  In 
Liverpool.  It  Is  to  be  called  "Christ  the  King  s," 
and  to  be  designed  by  8lr  Edwin  Luytens.  the 
great  architect.  The  architect  has  been  in- 
structed by  Dr.  Downey,  the  Archbishop  of 
Liverpool,  that  he  does  not  want  a  cathedral  In 
the  Gothic  style  as  he  thinks  that  style  has 
reached  Its  culmination  and  does  not  reflect  the 
spirit  of  the  age.  He  wants  aoincLiiing  that  will 
reflect  the  century,  that  people  will  look  at 
hundreds  of  years  from  now,  and  remember  In 
connection  with  It  the  names  of  Pope  Plus  and 
Luytens.  In  addition  what  is  wanted  is  a  master- 
piece In  the  first  flight  of  genius. 

The  cathedral  being  planned  will  be  of  such 
vast  proportions  that  it  will  enable  10.000  persons 
to  see  the  high  altar.  The  area  to  be  covered  by 
It  will  be  210,000  square  feet,  or  about  five  acres 
The  length  »of  the  building  will  be  683  feet  over 
all  and  530  feet  internally  from  narthex  to  apse 
The  width  wlU  be  about  400  feet  across  the  tran- 
septs, 250  feet  across  the  nave  and  aisles  and  44 
feet  across  the  nave  alone.  It  is  proposed  that 
from  the  front  entrance  there  will  be  three 
superb  vistas  giving  uninterrupted  views  to  the 
high  altar  in  the  centre,  to  the  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment Chapel  on  the  left  and  to  the  Lady  Chapel 
on  the  right.  The  cathedral  will  contain 
twenty-four  altars  so  that  visiting  priests  from 
the  world  over  can  say  Mass.  The  new  building 
will  have  one  feature  unique  in  cathedrals.  The 
choir  is  to  be  sunk  in  a  circular  well  so  as  not  to 
obstruct  the  view  of  the  high  altar.  The  narthex 
is  to  be  open  day  and  night.  A  number  of  tombs 
are  to  be  placed  at  the  high  altar.  The  great 
Anglican  cathedral  in  Liverpool,  still  unfinished, 
has  as  its  architect.  Sir  Gilbert  Scott,  who  Is  a 
Catholic,  whereas  Sir  Edwin  Luytens.  who  Is  de- 
signing the  new  structure.  Is  a  member  of  the 
Anglican  faith.

I  i  he  papers  In  the  belief  that  the 
criminals.  ir  they  read  the  papers, 
would  be  put  m  possession  of  In- 
formation which  might  be  of  value 
to  them  in  their  chosen  pursuit  of 
crime.  The  position  of  the  Chief 
is  that  the  suppression  of  criminal 
news  would  make  easier  his  task  of 
suppressing  crime. 

The  editors  contend  that  the  pub- 
lication of  criminal  news  puts  the 
public  on  guard  against  crime,  may 
lead  to  the  detection  of  criminals, 
and.  therefore.  Is  of  material  assist- 
ance to  the  police  in  the  suppres- 
sion of  crime.  And.  If  we  know 
anything  about  the  views  of  editors, 
they  want  all  the  news  they  can 
r,-.|i«»r!  heratise  fathering  and  print- 
ing the  news  ts  their  business  and 
the  business  of  their  reporters,  and 
It  helps  to  sell  the  papers  Fur- 
thermore, the  Idea  occurs  to  us.  from 
what  we  have  read  about  crime  and 
criminals  In  Vancouver,  that  all 
agencies  for  the  prevention  of  crime 
should  work  in  harmony  in  that 
city.

The  circumstances  of  Vancouver. 

while  In  some  respects  quite  differ- 
ent from  the  circumstances  of  Chi- 
cago, are  In  one  respect  quite  like 
the  circumstances  of  Chicago.  While 
the  police  and  the  press  of  Van- 
couver are  at  loggerheads,  the  po- 
lice and  press  of  Chicago,  or  at 
least  some  of  the  representatives  of 
the  press  in  Chicago,  have  been 
acting  in  harmony  for  the  purpose 
of  exploiting  crime  for  profit.  There 
was  the  case  of  the  reporter  Llngle. 
a  member  of  the  reportorlal  staff  of 
The  Tribune.  Llngle.  poor  chap, 
was  not  'taken  for  a  drive."  He 
was  bumped  off  In  a  public  place, 
and  for  a  brief  time  was  considered 
a  martyr  In  the  cause  of  righteous- 
ness and  tnith.  He  was  a  police 
reporter,  and  was  .supposed  to  have 
been  killed  because  In  the  course 
of  his  duties  he  had  gained  posses- 
sion of  news  which  the  notorious 
Chicago  racketers  feared  he  would 
print  to  their  hurt.  But  after  the 
newspapers  had  printed  editorials 
and  news  articles  denouncing  the 
murder  and  extolling  the  virtues  of 
the  murdered  and  had  offered  big 
rewards  for  the  capture  of  the  killer, 
the  fact  began  to  leak  out  that 
Llngle,  instead  of  being  an  enemy 
of  gangdom  and  a  friend  of  the 
community,  had  for  years  been 
working  in  harmony  with  the 
racketeers  and  drawing  lmmen*3 
profits  from  the  partnership.  The 
martyred  reporter  was  drawing  a 
■alary  of  sixty  dollars  a  week  from 
the  treasury  of  The  Tribune  and 
sixty  thousand  dollars  a  year  irom 
the  barrel  of  gangdom. 

•  •  • 

But  that  Is  not  the  whole  of  the 
story;  It  Is  only  a  fraction  of  the 
story.  Llngle  was  not  only  in  part- 
nership with  the  gang  which  has 
made  Chicago  a  "horrible  example" 
for  all  enterprising  and  progressive 
cities.  He  was  lit  partnership  with 
the  police,  and  the  police  were  the 
agents  of  gangdom.  Llngle  gave 
orders  to  the  police  as  to  which 
notorious  resorts  of  crime  and  boot- 
legging should  be  lert  open  and 
which  should  be  closed,  and  then 
carried  the  Information  respecting 
his  orders  to  the  gang,  and  the  gang 
acted  accordingly.  One  of  Llngle's 
orders  was  that  certain  Joints  were 
to  be  allowed  to  sell  beer  without 
molestation,  and  the  profits  of  the 
operators  of  the  Joints  as  a  con- 
sequence of  the  prohibition  law  were 
so  handsome  that  they  could  af- 
ford to  pay.  and  did  pay.  the  boss 
five  dollars  for  every  barrel  of  beer 
sold.  Investigators  have  been  able 
to  furnlah  an  approximate  estimate 
of  Llngle's  profit*,  over  a  term  of 
years,  but  they  have  not  ye" given 
even  an  approximate  estimate  of 
the  profits  of  Ungle  s  partners,  the 
police  chiefs,  the  police  captains,  the 
police  lieutenants,  or  the  detectives.

That  is  not  the  end  of  the  Inter- 
esting but  sordid  tale;  for  It  appears 
that  Llngle  was  not  the  only  news- 
paper reporter  involved  in  the  scan- 
dal. Other  reporters,  and  even  some 
of  the  editors  over  the  reporters, 
are  suspected  of  conniving  at  crime 
and  profiting  from  crime  The  pro- 
prietors have,  therefore,  taken  the 
matter  up  and  are  holding  an  in- 
vestigation and  further  Interesting 
revelations  are  expected.  This  Is 
the  consummation  of  the  civic  re- 
gime of  His  Worship  Big  Bill 
Thompson,  the  patriotic  Mayor  of 
Chicago    A  cttlarns'  committee  has

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"The  Nanking  Government  Is 
giving  China  the  best  administra- 
tion the  country  ever  had."  stated 
C.  M.  Oreen.  of  Shanghai,  editor  of 
The  North  China  News,  the  leading 
newspaper  of  the  Par  East,  who  was 
a  passenger  aboard  the  Empress  of 
Asia  yesterday  morning,  going 
through  to  New  York  and  England 
"Members  of  that  Government  are 
able  men,"  continued  Mr.  Oreen. 
"their  one  great  fault  being  over- 
eagerness.  They  set  out  to  accom- 
plish too  much  In  a  short  space  of 
time,  and  ihe  country  is  suffering 
because  of  the  array  of  advanced 
and  modern  ideas,  as  against  an- 
cient and  deep-rooted  practices  and 
institutieni!. 

"It  Is  ever  so  hard  to  grasp  the 
situation  as  It  actually  exists,  where 
so  many  aifluencea  are  at  work,  and 
so  many  different  conditions  pre- 
vail, in  their  zeal  to  do  something 
for  thtlr  country,  even  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Nanking  Government 
appear  to  have  lost  sight  of  the 
vastness  of  the  territory  that  is 
China.  Take  the  Interior  of  the 
country,  for  Instance.  The  people 
are  extremely  oW-faahloned  there, 
and  as  yet  do  not  understand  the 
ambitions  of  Nanking.  The  Gov- 
ernment is  working  along  the  right 
lines,  however,  and  once  they  be- 
come contented  to  progress  slowly, 
they  will  accomplish  the  end  de- 
sired. 

Ol  I.    \N  1  WillVhM: 

"In  the  North,  old  antagonisms 
exist  and  persist,  and  the  claim  of 
the  South  that  its  people  are  su- 
perior to  those  tn  the  North  Is  bit- 
terly opposed.  Under  the  old  system 
of  administration  throughout  the 
country  in  the  days  of  the  empire, 
everything  was  more  or  less  taken 
for  granted.  The  provinces  were 
administered  by  viceroys,  and.  as 
long  as  they  paid  tribute  to  the 
emperor,  they  were  left  pretty  much 
to  themselves.  This  method  of 
government  is  still  about  the  only 
one  known  to  great  masses  of  the 
people,  and  the  Idea  of  a  central- 
ized administration,  doing  away 
with  local  Independence,  is  tergtly 
at  the  bottom  of  Chinese  troubles. 
SOONG  A  WONDER  MAN 

"In  T.  V.  8oong.  modern  China 
has  a  wonder  man.  He  Is  the  pres- 
ent Minister  of  Finance,  and  as  ftne 
a  man  as  one  would  wish  to  meet 
anywhere.  His  age  ts  thirty-seven 
He  was  educated  at  Harvard  and 
has  established  himself  only  after 
overcoming  great  difficulties.  One 
of  his  most  outstanding  achieve- 
ments Is  the  re -establishment  of 
the  salt  ga belle,  putting  back  for- 
eign collectors  in  various  districts 
to  collect  the  revenue,  a  large  por- 
tion of  which  Is  definitely  ear- 
marked for  payment  of  foreign 
loans. 

"Chiang  Kai-Shek  Is  a  most  In- 
teresting character."  Mr.  Green 
observed.  "He  rose  from  the  status 
or  a  small  obscure  soldier  to  the 
top  of  everything  In  the  republic. 
He  is  a  great  listener,  and  has  a 
short,  sharp  way  or  speaking,  and 
his  word  b  his  bond  Yet  he  Is  not 
at  all  popular  with  bis  country- 
men 

"Dr  Sun  Poo.  a  son  of  Dr.  Sun 
Yat  Sen,  who  is  the  Minuter  of 
Railways  at  Nanking.  Is  a  very  able 
man  and  keen  to  get  the  railways 
of  the  country  solidly  established. 
His  task  Is  a  very  difficult  one.  how- 
ever, as  may  be  appreciated  when 
It  is  realised  that  they  are  being 
continually  commandeered  by  this 
and  tha>  general  for  the  movement 
and  housing  of  troops. 

BEAI.'TIFYIN* .   N  \NKING 

"The  Government  1*  making  great 
progress  in  Improving  Nanking. 
The  road  to  Dr.  Sun  Yat  8en'a 
tomb  Is  a  wonderful  piece  of  work, 
and  the  city  Is  being  beautified 
with  the  eagerness  which  is  ap- 
parent in  everything  these  really 
great  Chinese  are  attempting.  The 
various  Provincial  Governments  are 
also  building  roads,  and  there  has 
been  a  wonderful  influx  of  motor 
cars.  Above  all  things  the  average 
Chinese  loves  to  ride,  and  he  takes 
advantage  of  every  opportunity. 

"In  the  end.  when  all  this  useless 
fighting  and  banditry  la  done  away 
with.  I  am  satisfied  that  some  sort 
of  a  compromise  will  be  effected; 
for  In  that  way  only  can  I  see  a 
solution  of  China  s  troubles,  and  I 
personally  believe  that  the  people 
of  China,  once  they  appreciate  the 
value  of  giving  and  taking,  will  be- 
come a  country  of  wonderful  poaH- 
bUltlea." 

Mr.  Oreen.  after  occupying  the 
editorial  chair  of  The  North  China 
News  for  the  past  twenty  years,  has 
retired,  and  will  return  no  more  to 
the  Orient,  at  least  not  as  the 
editor  r.f  |tM  paper  with  whlrh  he 
was  associated  for  so  long  a  period.

IDEALISTIC  TREND 

Hundredth  Anniversary  of  Literary 
Ri  ttuntn  i-ni     Rrarhes  Climax 
This  Year 


PARIS.  July  ,12.— 80-called  high- 
brows are  giving  Prance  a  new 
conception  of  It*  mass  mind.  In 
the  opinion  of  many  Prench  liter- 
ary men  and  women  the  nation  is 
going  through  a  period  of  pohurul 
Idealism,  which  is  an  afterglow  of 
the  cerebral  bonfire  which  raged 
100  years  ago  and  produced  the 
movement  known  as  "romantlrisni." 
The  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
•romanucs"  reaches  1U  climax  with 
1930 

The  1«0  romantics,  according  to 
the  modern  literati,  are  political 
leaders  who  express  their  romanti- 
cism In  terms  of  the  proposed 
United  States  of  Euroi>e.  the  Treaty 
of  Locarno,  the  Brtand- Kellogg 
Pact  and  the  London  Naval  Con- 
ference. RomanUclsm  of  1B30  was 
a  literary  movement  whlrh  pro- 
duced Hugo.  Balaac.  Stendahl.  Pros- 
per Merimeo,  Lamarttne  and  half 
a  doaen  other  great  writing  men. 
It  influenced  art  and  political 
thought  both  In  Prance  and  abroad 

Krnest  Oaubert.  author  and  well 
known  literary  critic,  anting  In  the 
newspaper.  Quottdlen.  sums  up  the 
1830  romanUc  movement  as  a  pe- 
riod when  Prance  thought  beyond 
it*  own  borders  and  visualised  hu- 
manity if  a  whole.  Prench  polit- 
ical leaders  and  writers  today  are 
agreed  on  the  whole  that  the  pres- 
ent period  Is  one  of  pollUcal  atrlv- 
tns  after  new  Ideals  or  human  re- 
lationships 

Whu>  political  thought  and  ac- 
tivities show  a  tendency  to  broaden 
In  scope  and  Ideals,  contemporary 
Prench  llteraturr.  it  ts  grnrrally 
agreed.  Is  peculiarly  Intraapectlve 
and  nationalistic  in  character 
CommenUng  on  ft  Oaubert  aaya: 
"In  the  year  1B30  therr  was  an  ex- 
ploalon  of  Intellectual  life  and  a 
wealth  of  artistic  vigor  which  *>  • 
founds  us.  accustomed  aa  we  art*, 
unfortunately  to  such  little  dreams 
and  petty  pride."

(Canadian  Praaa) 

OTTAWA.  Ont..  July  12.  —  On 
Monday,  nominations  will  be  held 
in  seventy  of  the  245  constituencies 
for  the  approaching  Federal  elec- 
tions. These  are  ridings  of  wide  ex- 
tent and  therefore  an  additional 
week  Ls  given  between  the  time  the 
candidates  are  officially  nominated 
and  the  day  of  the  voting.  In  the 
remaining  constituencies  nomina- 
tions will  be  a  week  from  Monday. 

Meanwhile,  observers  In  Ottawa 
are  closely  watching  the  ebb  and 
flow  of  the  tide  of  battle  as  reports 
pour  In  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. The  Liberals  claim  a  satis- 
factory trend  towards  the  return  of 
the  Government  as  strong.  If  not 
stronger  than  in  the  last  Parlia- 
ment. 

On  the  other  hand.  Conservatives 
declare  the  flow  In  favor  of  Hon. 
R.  B.  Bennett  and  his  party  began 
with  the  opening  of  the  campaign 
and  has  continued  to  swell  Thev 
predict  a  substantial  majority  over 
all  for  the  Conservatives  In  the 
next  House. 

Considerable  emphasis  Is  being 
laid  on  these  surveys  because  the 


old  party  fighters  are  keenly  alive 
to  the  Importance  of  the  swing  of 
public  opinion  as  voting  day  ap- 
proaches. 

The  question  ls  often  discussed  as 
to  whether  the  long  campaign  la  in 
the  best  Interests  of  the  Govern- 
ment or  Is  an  aid  to  the  Opposition. 
Views  are  expressed  on  both  sides, 
some  arguing  that  it  helps  the 
party  In  power  in  that  charges 
leveled  against  the  administration 
are  likely  to  grow  stale  as  the  days 
go  by  and  the  Government  has  wide 
opportunities  of  replying  to  them  In 
every  part  of  the  country.  On  the 
other  hand  some  Conservatives  see 
In  the  length  of  the  battle  on  the 
hustings  a  favorable  opportunity  to 
lay  their  policies  before  the  people 
who  already  know  what  those  of  the 
Government  have  been. 

The  question  of  the  length  of  the 
campaign  will  likely  be  considered 
when  the  election  act  comes  up 
again  for  revision  and  the  reactions 
of  the  present  battle,  with  Its  great 
force  of  campaign  speakers;  the 
speed  with  which  the  reports  of 
these  speeches  are  carried  to  all 
parts  of  Canada  and  the  extensive

SEATTLE.  July  12.— Chain  pro- 
grammes emanating  from  key  sta- 
tion* of  the  National  Broadcasting 
company  and  carried  In  Seattle  by 
KOMO  make  the  local  KBC  unit  a 
more  desirable  one  to  listen  to  than 
KJR.  rival  station,  according  to 
(statement*  made  today  on  the  wtt- 
neas  stand  by  KOMO  witnesses  at 
the  second  days  Federal  Radio 
Commission  hearing  In  the  Federal 
Building. 

The  same  witnesses  declared  re- 
ception of  KOMO  was  also  reported 
better  and  a  KOMO  engineering 
bupervlsor  declared  that  KJR  was 
not  mechanically  able  to  produce 
perfectly  audible  broadcasts. 

Installation  or  equipment  which 
would  make  It  one  of  the  finest 
broadcasting  centres  In  the  West 
would  be  carried  out  should  KOMO 
be  granted  operation  on  clear  chan- 
nel 970.  now  held  by  KJR.  managers 
of  KOMO  promised  at  the  opening 
of  the  Mstflttfl  of  the  Seattle  sta- 
tions' claims  yesterday  at  the 
County-City  Building. 

The  case,  being  presided  over  by 
Judge  Eugene  O.  Sykes.  federal 
commissioner  from  Washington, 
DC.  brings  to  Seattle  for  solution 
litigation  begun  last  Fall  at  Wash- 
ington, when  KJR.  key  station  of 
the  defunct  American  Broadcasting 
Company,  won  a  stay  order  over  an 
earlier  federal  decision  giving 
KOMO  the  right  to  KJR  s  channel 
KJR  would  have  been  obliged  to 
operate  on  a  split  tlmr  780  kilocycles 
basis  had  It  not  been  granted  the 
rehearing  now  going  on.

ewan  was  represented  by  Hon.  J.  A. 
Merkley  and  Thomas  B.  Malloy, 
minister  and  deputy  minister  of 
Labor,  respectively.  The  majority  of

V*  Lakes  to  the  Pacific  were  also  rep- 
resented at  the  meeting. 

"No  more  representative  gathering 
could  have  been  arranged  in  the 
West."  stated  Mr.  McKensle.

municipalities  of  Manitoba.  Sas- 
katchewan. Alberta  and  British  Co- 
lumbia—a conference  whose  whole 
purpose  was  the  consideration  of 
unemployment  conditions  that  wore 
acute  at  that  time.  When  the  re- 
sponsible Governments  of  the  West 
and  the  responsible  municipalities 
of  he  If  of  Canada  would  get  to- 
gether in  such  a  meeting  and  for- 
ward to  Ottawa  definite  requests  for 
relief,  then  it  was  up  to  Premier 
King  to  take  such  requests  and  sug- 
gestions in  all  seriousness.  In  at- 
tending that  conference  British  Co- 
lumbia did  so  in  all  seriousness  and 
with  the  expectation  that  the  parent 
Government  of  Canada  would  view 
the  deliberations  In  the  same  spirit. 

"Now.  in  the  middle  of  July- 
more  than  six  months  laier— Mr. 
Mackenzie  King  has  the  audacity  to 
declare  that  if  the  province*  will 
ask  for  assistance  in  dealing  with 
the  problem  of  unemployment  he 
may  do  something.

"At  tills  meeting  our  Government 
was  represented  by  J  H  McVety.

MINISTER'S  ATTITl'DE 
"Mr.  McVety  took  a  prominent 
part  In  the  presentation  of  the  case 
to  the  Dominion  Government,  point- 
ing out  that  through  road  work 
and  other  works  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment In  British  Columbia  aided 
municipalities  in  creating  employ- 
ment.

Chief  opposition  in  this  issue 
comes  from  the  Anglo-Catholics, 
who  regard  such  co-operation  as 
possible  amalgamation,  in  which 
case  the  whole  question  of  the  ordi- 
nation of  bishops  will  have  to  be 
reopened.  The  conference  faces  two 
alternatives — either  to  reject  the 
proposal  of  co-operation  or  to  lavor 
it  in  a  roundabout  way  In  order  to 
placate  the  powerful  Anglo-Catholic 
group. 

FAVORS  CO-OPERATION 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
favors  co-operation  and  emphasizes 
the  importance  of  presenting  a 
united  front  to  the  Christian 
churches  In  India.  He  suggests  that 
a  plan  could  be  worked  out  achiev- 
ing administrative  unity  of  various 
denominations  without  unity  of 
rituals.  He  Is  using  his  powerful 
influence  to  get  the  bishops  to  agree 
to  such  a  compromise. 

It  to  understood  that  at  yester- 
day's meeting  he  shewed  that  such 
a  compromise  was  already  in  exis- 
tence, since  the  Indian  Sunday 
School  Union  already  had  been 
formed  with  the  co-operation  of  all 
the  churches  represented  In  India. 
The  Archbishop  added  that  should 
the  congress  fall  to  reach  a  satis- 
factory decision,  the  bishops  risked 
losing  whatever  hold  they  now  had 
on  the  Indian  churches. 

\DMIMMU\1IVK   I  MUN 

Dr.  Lang  was  strongly  supported 
by  the  Anglican  and  Eastern 
Churches  Association,  which  pre- 
sented a  resolution  favoring  this 
administrative  union. 

Dr.  Adolph  Keller,  representing 
the  Protestant  churches  on  the  Con- 
tinent, stated  that  he  regarded  a 
favorable  issue  of  the  congress  as 
vital  to  the  future  of  the  Ecumenical 
movement.  In  spite  of  the  stubborn 
resistance  offered  by  the  Anglo- 
Catholics,  it  is  expected  that  a 
formula  which  will  secure  unity  in 
Christendom  will  soon  be  devised

posals  for  an  alliance,  and  that  the 
French  have  asked  the  Germans  to 
outline  Just  what  they  mean  by  re- 
vision of  those  treaties  which  stand 
in  the  way  of  sincere  German- 
French  co-operation. 

A  further  fact  la  that  the  Ger- 
mans officially  consider  agreement 
with  the  Italians  as  impossible.  This 
does  not  mean  that  all  Germans,  or 
even  all  the  Cabinet  prefer  co-op- 
eration with  France  to  Italy. 

Many  German  Nationalists  and 
Kuperpatrlots  would  make  a  pact 
with  the  devil  against  the  hated 
French  should  their  Innuence  ex- 
tend and  the  present  German  pol- 
icy of  seeking  friendship  with 
France  would  be  modified.  But 
meanwhile  the  policy  rrlendly  to 
France  stands.

Bennett  Interjected,  "we  want  ac- 
tion."

Almost  ftO  per  cent  of  all  accidents 
occur  In  and  around  the  home.  As 
high  as  60  per  cent  of  the  accidents 
to  women  occur  at  home.  One  out 
of  every  eight  deaths  from  falls  is 
caused  by  fslllng  on  a  floor:  one  out 
of  every  twenty  is  from  falling  off, 
or  over  a  chair,  one  out  of  ten.  out 
of  a  window. 

Most  of  the  dangerous  falls  are 
on  the  sidewalk  about  the  home  or 
on  rough  ground  In  the  back  yard. 
Then  come  fulls  from  stairs  or 
steps:  falling  on  rugs  or  slipping 
on  waxed  floors:  falls  over  furni- 
ture- falls  from  ladders;  falls  from 
tables  and  chairs  by  people  who 
were  In  too  much  hurry  to  get  a 
ladder;  falls  out  of  beds;  and  falls 
from  bathtubs.  Mark  Twain,  the 
famous  author,  said  that  he  would 
certainly  avoid  "those  deadly  beds." 
when  told  that  most  peopi«  dte  In 
them  But  many  people  hasten 
their  ends  by  rolling  out  of  them 
onto  the  floor  The  bed  Is  now 
more  dangerous  than  the  bathtub. 

Bathrooms  possess  peculiar  perils 
of  their  own.  People  slip  on  the 
■,nap  and  fall  In  the  tub.  They  skid 
on  the  tile*.  They  scald  themselves 
with  hot  water.  They  touch  the 
electric  lights  while  standing  In 
the  tub  and  are  electrocuted  Some 
with  heart  disease  faint  in  the  tub 
and  arc  drowned. 

Common  accidents  to  children  at 
home  are:  Cutting  the  hands  or 
feet  with  glass;  playing  with 
matches  or  setting  the  clothes  on 
fire  from  a  stove  without  a  guard; 
swallowing  open  safety  pins;  swal- 
lowing poisons,  such  as  medicines  or 
rat  poisons;  scalding  themselves  by 
upsetting  boiling  water  on  their 
bodies.

dren. Some  die  from  infections 
from  running  nails  into  the  feet 
Many  children's  fingers  are  smashed 
from  sticking  them  Into  that  crack 
behind  the  door  or  from  catching 
them  In  the  doors  of  cars  as  they 
are  slammed  shut. 

Grown-up  accidents  Include  walk- 
ing off  the  porch  In  the  dark:  ex- 
ploding gasoline  while  cleaning 
clothes:  trying  to  lirt  heavy  ob- 
jects; and  some  people  even  hurt 
themselves  while  taking  off  their 
shoes. 

Most  home  accidents  are  strictly 
preventable.  If  you  watch  your 
step  at  home,  keep  a  sharp  eye  out 
for  falls,  mind  the  stairs  snd  the 
chairs,  you  will  form  the  habit  of 
being  as  careful  at  "home  as  you 
are  elsewhere,  and  may  live  to  see 
the  neighbors  going  to  the  hoapltsl 
for  needed  stitches,  while  you  keep 
safe  and  sound. 

8taylng  up  late  at  night,  rushing 
off  without  any  breakfast,  drinking 
alcohol,  poor  hearing,  poor  eye- 
sight, snd  mental  fatigue  will  make 
you  prone  to  accidents.  People  are 
not  alert  at  home  and  this  Is  the 
big  reason  that  so  many  dangerous 
accidents  occur  while  there.  See  if 
you  cannot  make  it  as  safe  to  live 
at  home  as  to  travel  on  a  train.

Many  persons  suffer  from  occa- 
sional painful  spasmodic  cramps  of 
the  muscles,  usually  in  the  legs  or 
abdomen,  because  of  the  presence 
of  a  toxic  Irritant,  or  poor  circula- 
tion; but  in  some  occupations, 
where  a  limited  group  of  muscles  are 
brought  into  play,  there  Is  an  ex- 
ceptional strain  on  the  nerves,  and 
an  occupational  cramp  or  neurosis 
results.  This  latter  is  a  functional 
disorder  of  the  nervous  system. 

There  Is  always  a  predisposing 
autotoxemla  present  which  Is  made 
worse  by  fatigue  poisons.  It  is 
scarcely  possible  for  enough  of  the 
istter  to  form  for  It  alone  to  cause 
the  cramps.  Those  who  arc  most 
subject  to  the  nervous  typ*1  of 
cramp  are  writers,  telegraphers, 
musicians  and  seamstresses. 

One  afflicted  in  thus  manner  must 
realise  that  his  nervous  vitality 
needs  recharging  He  should  change 
his  occupation  to  one  where  there  Is 
plenty  of  fresh  air.  and  use  different 
sets  cf  muscles.  All  nervous  excite- 
ment and  worry  should  be  avoided, 
and  the  patient  should  engage  in  a 
general  health  building  regime.  Im- 
mediate relief  may  be  obtained  by 
Immersing  the  affected  limb  in  hot 
water  or  applying  hot  towels  to  the 
cramped  area. 

Other  types  of  cramps  are  caused 
by  poor  circulation  which  permits 
the  blood  almost  to  stagnate,  not 
washing  the  toxins  out  of  the 
muscle.  Old  folk  particularly  are 
afflicted  by  varicose  veins  or  hard- 
ening of  the  arteries  In  chronic 
diseases  like  Brlght  s  disease,  where 
there  is  a  failure  of  sufficient  elimi- 
nation, toxins  accumulate  and 
cramps  result. 

Curiously  enough,  although  Insuf- 
ficient exercise  la  the  most  frequent 
cause  of  cramps  because  of  the  poor 
circulation,  there  is  another  type  of 
rramp  that  occurs  to  over-trained 
athletes  with  an  over-straining  of 
the  BkUteltt.  Cramps  also  occur  to 
swimmers  in  cold  water  who  are 
toxic  or  who  enter  the  water  too 
soon  after  eating 

Remember  that  all  cramps  are 
caused  by  some  neglect  of  the  body, 
either  wrong  food,  overwork,  or  lack 
of  elimination  A  squeezing  mas- 
sage, working  the  blood  toward  the 
heart,  la  beneficial.  Observing  the 
correct  diet  and  rest  periods  and  the 
right  kind  of  exercise  will  cure  moat 
cases,  hut  where  there  is  a  chronic 
form.  It  is  well  to  use  a  cleansing 
orange  Juice  fast  to  precede  the  diet 
In  cai*s  of  abdominal  cramp*, 
usually  It  ts  advisable  to  use  a  warm 
enema  and  a  mild  cathartic  like 
milk  of  magnesia  or  castor  oil. 

If  the  cramps  can  be  traced  to 
any  particular  aliment.  It  would  na- 
turallv  be  necessary  to  diet  for  the

slightly  less  than  average.  No  length 
in  excess  of  four  cards  is  declared  In 
the  suit  originally  bid.  and  a  game 
might  readily  Ue  at  No  Trump  or  In 
some  weak  five-card  suit  which 
partner  could  name  In  response  to 
the  forcing  original  bid 

However,  at  tunes  the  original 
bidder  will  hold  a  freak  hand  of  such 
a  nature  that  there  is  every  Indica- 
tion that  there  ia  a  game  In  own 
hand  provided  he  can  find  partner 
with  any  atrength  whatever,  lndu- 
alve  of  approximately  normal  trump 
support.

I N  a  glass  case  In  the  rotunda  of  the  Provincial  Library  there 
used  to  be  on  exhibit  a  loaned  copy  of  a  sixteenth  century 
•Bible  that  always  attracted  the  attention  of  visitors.  It  was 
the  translation  known  to  scholars  as  the  Genevan  Bible,  but  more 
popularly  the  "Breeches  Bible."  a  name  tagged  to  it  from  a  certain 
translation  to  be  found  on  one  of  Its  earlier  pages.  Addits  Ml 
Interest  attaches  to  It  In  that  the  story  of  this  version  Is  Inter- 
woven with  the  fame  of  England's  great  dramatist,  as  that  which 
in  all  likelihood  made  so  deep  a  mark  upon  almost  every  page  of 
his  writings. 


To  which  version  of  the  Bible  was 
Shakespeare  indebted  -  Tyndalee.

That  the  great,  drainutl.il  knew  hi*

So  popular  was  this  version  of  the 
scripture*  that  It  wa*  published  In 
1*50  editions,  sixty  of  them  In  the 
reign  of  fcuzaoetn  alone,  and  had 
such  a  hold  upon  the  people  that 
the  Authorized  version  of  King 
James,  which  came  out  In  1611.  did 
not  oust  it  from  popular  use  until 
the  middle  of  the  century.  Though 
long  passed  out  of  use,  Its  name  of 
"Breeches'  Bible"  has  given  It  per- 
petual notoriety.  By  this  cognomen 
It  Is  described  in  the  libraries,  a* 
it  was  in  our  own  Provincial 
Library,  where  the  visitor  was 
shown  the  copy  opened  to  Chapter 
III.  seventh  verse,  of  the  book  of 
Genesis.  "They  sewed  fig-tree  leaves 
together,  and  made  themselves 
breeches"  It  Is  a  piquant  thought 
that  the  "Breeches'  Bible"  colored 
the  thought  of  the  worlds  master 
dramatist.

Plumbing  fixtures  have  undergone 
radical  changes  during  the  past  ten 
years.  The  home  owner  who  Is 
selecting  new  fixtures  for  the  bath- 
room will  find  that  he  can  secure 
equipment  that  is  entirely  new  In 
design  and  appearance. 

The  old  overhead  closet  tank  was 
necessary  In  the  old  days  because 
the  drop  of  water  of  five  feet  or 
more  was  necessary  to  create  the 
flushing  process.  Then  followed  the 
wood  and  mettl  tank  set  at  the 
back  or  the  toilet,  next  by  the  china 
tank,  and  now  It  Is  possible  to  se- 
cure a  closet  without  a  separate 
tank. 

The  home  builder  when  investi- 
gating the  mak?  of  toilet  he  should 
choose  for  his  home  has  In  mind 
eight  questions  that  should  be  sat- 
isfactorily answered: 

1.  Is  it  quiet?  No  one  wants  a 
toilet  whose  flushing  causes  an  em- 
barrassing roar  that,  can  be  heard 
throughout  the  house. 

2  Will  It  overflow?  The  answer 
must  always  be  in  the  negative. 

3.  Does  it  flush  thoroughly?  The 
closet  that  half  does  its  work  is  an 
abomination. 

4  Is  it  easy  to  clean?  An  affir- 
mative answer  means  less  work  for 
the  housewife. 

5.  It  is  free  from  trouble?  Me- 
chanically, the  closet  must  be 
simple,  as  a  complicated  fixture 
breeds  trouble. 

fl  Is  it  completely  sanitary?  If 
not,  don't  buy. 

7.  Is  It  modern  and  unobtrusiie  In 
design?  The  closet  has  a  definite 
and  important  function  to  perform, 
but  its  appearance  should  not  domi- 
nate the  room 

8.  Is  the  cost  excessive?  This  Is 
important,  for  the  average  family 
cannot  afford  to  spend  large  sums 
on  toilet  fixtures. 

Electric  Li uh Is  in  ill 
Closets  Are  ISeresstn  v 

When  wiring  the  new  home  for 
electricity,  check  the  wiring  dia- 
grams very  carefully  to  se?  that 
electric  lights  are  specified  for  each 
closet. 

The  advantages  of  lights  in  the 
closet  are  obvious.  Usually  the  light 
in  the  adjacent  room  is  placed  to 
Illuminate  that  room  and  not  the 
closet.  The  result  is  a  dark, 
shadowy  caravan  in  which  clothes 
and  other  articles  are  found  with 
difficulty. 

The  coet  of  wiring  the  closets  1* 
exceedingly  low.  and  the  conveni- 
ence resulting  will  more  than  repay 
the  slight  expenditure  necessary.

These 
chambers  are  each  designed  with 
cross  ventilation,  so  necessary  dur- 
ing the  hotter  months  of  the  year. 

The  bathroom  is  well  arranged, 
the  bath  being  located  in  a  slight 
alcove.  A  linen  closet  provides 
storage  space  for  towels  and  wash 
cloths.  The  equipment  Is  modern 
throughout. 

Like  most  modern  houses,  the 
Devonshire  is  fully  excavated  ex- 
cept under  the  porches.  The  floor 
is  concrete  three  Inches  thick,  with 
a  slight  pitch  to  that  any  chance 
water  will  drain  to  the  sewer  inlet 
in  the  laundry  section. 

A  hot  air  furnace  is  the  source  of 
heat  in  Winter.  Hot  water  is  pro- 
vided by  colls  in  the  furnace  and  a 
gas  heater  for  Summer  use.

PLENTY  OF  SHADE 
TREES  REQUIRED 


Setting  Out  of  This  Provision  for 
New  Homes  lx  One  of 
First  Duties 

Th-  average  lot  which  is  pur- 
chased for  home  building  generally 
has  few  If  any  trees.  One  of  the 
first  duties  of  the  home-builder  will 
be  to  set  out  trees  to  shade  the 
house  when  it  is  built. 

Naturally,  these  should  be  so 
located  that  they  will  not  interfere 
with  the  building  operations,  and 
will  not  be  injured  by  the  carpenters 
while  they  are  constructing  the 
dwelling. 

The  exposure  will  determine  to 
some  extent  the  location  of  the  trees. 
The  house  which  faces  the  west  will 
need  its  quota  of  shade  trees  on 
the  boulevard  lawn  before  the  house, 
for  shade  will  be  needed  when  the 
afternoon  sun  beats  down. 

Whether  trees  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  front,  lawn  itself  will  be 
determined  by  the  possible  location 
of  the  house.  If  the  lawn  Is  deep  It 
might  be  advisable  to  set  out  shade 
trees  nearer  the  house  than  the 
boulevard. 

Houses  facing  other  directions 
may  need  shade  tires  at  the  side  or 
rear  of  the  dwelling.  In  the  back 
of  the  house  fruit  trees  are  often 
desirable,  as  they  give  ^hc  required 
shade  and  at  the  same  time  provide 
a  yield  of  fruit  for  the  table  or  pre- 
serving. 

The  climate  will  determine  the 
type  of  shade  trees  to  purchase  for 
the  lot.  This  Is  a  matter  which 
should  bs  decided  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  local  nurseryman, 
who  knows  by  practical  experience 
what  trees  are  suitable.

Beech  and  birch  have  a  more  pro- 
nounced graining  than  maple  and 
will  readily  take  and  retain  a  fine 
statu  and  finish  They  make  arttetlc, 
durable  and  beautiful  floors  and 
may  be  used  to  advantage  for  har- 
monizing with  other  finishes  and 
decorations. 

Oak  jUtes  utalns  readUy  and  can 
be  finished  up  in  a  wide  variety  of 
ways.  The  sawing  of  the  wood- 
plain  or  quarter  sawed  —  also 
produces  effects  that  harmonise 
with  decorative  schemes.  Some  of 
the  modern  finishes  of  oak  are  nat- 
ural, weathered,  dark,  golden,  grey 
and  forest  green. 

Most  varieties  of  hardwood  can 
be  obtained  In  several  grades,  all 
sound  and  enduring,  yet  some  not 
quite  as  clear  and  free  from  knots 
as  others.

lilies."  and  to  Ofllcer  Dunne,  whose 
feet  were  unlike  anything    in  the 
botanical  kingdom.    Wc  shall  have 
to  translate  the  meaning  of  lbs  red 
paper  prayers  which  the  childless : 
Pan  Yl  parted  on  the  ttone  lions  of 
the  public  library,  and  make  the 
acquaintance     of     a  sentimental 
patrolman  whose  heart  was  bljgpr 
than  his  feet. 

There  had  been  feasting  In  the 
house  of  Lee  Ylng.  and  now  there 
vai  music,  the  sound  of  which 
caused  a  crowd  to  gather  outside  of 
his  store. 

Le*  Ylng.  proprietor  of  the  Pal- 
ace of  Imperial  Bounty,  largest  and 
most  prosperous  of  the  great  San 
Francisco  bazaars,  was  a  rich  man. 
and  he  lived  In  the  luxury  befitting 
a  noble. 

It  was  known  to  all  that  Lee  Ylng 
was  a  generous  man,  and  this  being 
a  notable  occasion  In  his  life.  It  was 
considered  likely  that  he  would  dis- 
tribute gifts  among  those  who  were 
too  lowly  actually  t3  sit  at  his  table, 
but.  who.  nevertheless,  did  him  the 
courtesy  to  smack  their  hungry  hps 
outside  his  door  and  to  wish  him  a 
hundred  birthdays  and  to  forecast  a 
thousand  distinguished  honors  for 
his  Infant  son.  in  this  hope  the 
crowd  waited. 

Their  patience  was  rewarded  In 
due  time.  Even  Officer  Dunne,  a 
seasoned  member  of  the  local  police 
squad,  shared  In  the  importer  s  gen- 
erosity, for  Lee  Ying  sent  a  servant

Well,  every  christening  ought  to  be 
a  high-Jink*,  to  my  way  of  think- 
ing." 

"Yes.  He  Is  our  first  born,  our 
last,  our  only  son.  Our  Joy  Is  over- 
whelming " 

"8a -ay"    The    policeman  stared 

incredulously.  "Ain't  you  going  to 
adopt  him.  Why.  I'm  liable  to  get 
In  trouble  " 

"We  sluill  not  adopt  him.  for  he  Is 
ours.  It  would  be  an  affront  to  the 
beneficent  power*  who  laid  nun  in 
our  arms." 

"But.  man.  dear!  Anybody  can 
tell  he's  not  a  Chinee  kid.  .  .  I 
flggered  It  was  a  great  break  for 
him  to  be  adopted  by  a  rich  man 
like  you;  a  lot  better  than  a  found- 
lings' home  Those  kid*  never 
amount  to  anything.  But-- I'm  sup- 
posed to  report  such  things. " 

"You  look  at  it  through  Western 
eyes,  we  through  eyea  of  deeper 
understanding  He  Is  a  godllng,  a 
boy  from  the  azure  bky.  but  his 
flesh  has  been  made  our  flesh,  his 
blood  our  blood." 

"He  may  be  a  Chinee,  at  that." 
Dunne  admitted,  after  considera- 
tion. "Babies  look  pretty'  much 
alike.  But  suppose  he  ain't?  Sup- 
pose he  grows  up  to  look  white?" 

•  It  is  of  more  Importance  to  con- 
sider how  he  will  think,  how  he  will 
act.  how  he  will  live  rn  view  of  his 
mie.  tlal  origin.  Is  It  reasonable  to 
expect  him  to  look  like  other  ln>s? 
No.  He  shall  be  reared  like  the 
superior  being  he  Is." 

••That's  all  right,  too."  Dunne 
raid,  still  unconvinced  and  with 
misgivings  In  his  mind,  "but  you 
can't  make  a  silk  purse  out  of  a 
sow's  ear." 

•Heredity!  A  myth  of  the  Occi- 
dent." Lee  Ylng  dismissed  the  sub- 
ject with  a  wave  of  his  loose  silken 
sleeve.  We  Chinese  are  old  In 
wlfdom.  The  perfection  of  a  vase 
lies  not  In  the  potter's  clay,  but  In 
the  craft  of  the  artist  who  fashions 
it  and  In  the  skill  of  the  glazier.  A 
son  from  the  clouds  has  come  to 
me;  my  life  shall  be  devoted  to 
rearing  him  In  the  likeness  of  a 
prince.  I  have  meditated!  I  have 
no  fear." 

No  doubt  there  were  some  res- 
idents of  San  Francisco's  China- 
town who  considered  it  strange  that 
a  son  had  come  to  a  couple  so  old  as 
Lee  Ylng  and  his  wife,  and  who 
therefore  exchanged  gossip  on  the 
subject,  but.  II  so.  they  were  too 
polite  or  too  politic  to  permit  their 
words  to  reach  the  Importers  ears. 

For  that  matter,  sons  are  not 
seemlv  subject  for  Joying  among 
Lee  Ylng's  people.  Lacking  a  bey 
of  his  own,  he  would  have  been  ex- 
pected to  adopt  one  out  of  regard 
for  his  family  line.  Ancestral  wor- 
ship and  respect  for  the  family  as  a 
social  integer  has  induced  the 
Chinese  to  carry  adoption  to  ex- 
tremes, or  to  what  any  other  people 
would  consider  extremes.  8ons  are 
adopted  to  act  for  their  new  parents 
as  commercial  agents.  Children  of 
poor  parents  are  purchased  for 
adoptlcn.  and.  upon  occasion,  kid- 
napers make  a  profit  from  the  sale 
of  stolen  children. 

So  it  was  that  his  friends  and 
well-wishers  entered  heartily  Into 
the  celebration,  before  described, 
when  the  baby  received  Its  "milk 
name."  Lee  Sam.  and  Its  head  wa.s 
shaved.  They  expressed  themselves 
as  hopeful  of  Joining  In  the  cere- 
monies attendant  upm  the  com- 
mencement of  the  boy's  studies, 
when  he  wculd  receive  his  "book 
name."  and  still  later,  at  the  time 
of  his  marriage,  when  he  would  be 
presented  with  his  "great  name." 
Soon  II  was  forgotten  that  his  ar- 
rival had  been  attended  by  circum- 
stances In  any  wise  unusual.

Lee  Ylng  became  daily  more  at- 
tached to  his  son,  and  as  for  heart- 
hungry  Pan  Yl.  the  years  fell  away 
from  her  and  she  bloomed  into  a 
girl  agaui.  8he  made  frequent 
thankofferinga  to  the  various  deities, 
slighting  not  even  the  lea-t  lm 
portant.  and  she  gave  expensive 
presents  to  her  friends,  assuming  a 
new  importance  not  only  in  their 
eyes,  but  also  In  the  eyes  of  her  own 
servants  by  reason  of  her  mother- 
hood. 

Bom  good  that  home  was  became 
more  apparent  as  time  went  on. 
Oidy  the  finest  foods  were  given  to 
the  child,  and  they  were  prepared 
with  the  highest  skill;  his  garments 
were  of  rich  materials,  and  they  were 
embroidered  with  royal  Insignia:

!  of  course;  on  the  birthdays  of  the 
gods  or  during  religious  festivals  his 
father  took  him  by  the  hand  and 
led  him  out  upon  the  streets,  where 
he  could  stare  owl-eyed  at  all  the 
entrancing  sights.  New  Year  was 
the  most  glorious  time  of  all.  for 
then,  among  other  things.  Sam 
went  with  Lee  Ylng  to  pay  his  New 
Year's  calls  and  to  receive  his 
presents  from  their  friends. 

He  had  no  contact  whatever  with 
things  American;  his  mind  was 
trained  in  the  Oriental  school.  He 
was  thoroughly  Chinese.

Latest  Efficient  Methods  of  Handling  Fuel 


Carburetion  Adjustment 
Is  Advised  for  Seasons 


By  J  EDWARD  SCHIPPER,  S  A  E 

BETTER  handling  of  the  fuel  Is  unquestionably  responsible  ior 
a  large  part  of  the  improved  performance  In  the  new  cars. 
For  several  years  there  has  been  a  development  in  the  car- 
bureter-manifold combination,  which  really  makes  the  manifold  a 
part  of  the  carbureter  Insofar  as  vaporizing  the  fuel  Is  concerned. 

In  the  early  days  all  the  work  was  done  by  the  carbureter. 
Now  the  manifold  "carburetes1*  Just  as  much  as  the  carbureter 
does,  if  not  more.  This  has  come  about  through  the  application 
of  heat  to  the  manifold,  and  also  through  the  design  of  the 
passages  In  the  manifold,  which  tend  to  keep  the  gases  in  a  state 
of  turbulence,  which  prevents  the  condensation  of  the  vapor. 


During  thr  last,  two  years  we  have 
had  some  further  developments  In 
the  way  of  down-draft  carburetion 
and  down -draft  manifolding,  whlrh 
hare  led  to  some  very  important 
engineering  discussions.  In  other 
words,  down-draft,  while  recognized 
as  important  by  a  large  and  grow- 
ing number  of  engineers,  has  not 
as  yet  been  universally  accepted. 
CONSTANT  IMPROVEMENT 

It  Is  not  the  purpose  here  to  enter 
the  controversy,  but  simply  to  point 
out  that,  in  spite  of  all  the  develop- 
ment work  which  has  been  done, 
and  In  spite  of  the  years  that  have 
passed  by  since  the  carburetor- 
manifold  combination  first  began  to 
be  studied,  the  end  is  not  yet  In 
sight.  Year  by  year  we  are  advanc- 
ing, and  happily  along  with  this 
advancement  in  design,  we  have  had 
a  very  noteworthy  improvement  in 
the  fuel  itself. 

Gasoline  la  getting  better,  year  by 
year.  And  It  is  very  fortunate  that 
this  is  the  case,  because,  with  the 
higher  compression  engines,  the 
need  for  better  fuels  Is  accentuated 
The  engines  of  today  simply  could 
not  run  satisfactorily  on  the  fuels 
of  1917  In  the  very  days  when 
gasoline  was  very  volatile,  almost 
any  method  of  carburetion  would 
work.  In  those  days  It  was  Inad- 
visable to  hold  a  lighted  match  in 
the  same  room  with  a  bottle  of 
gasoline  from  which  the  cork  had 
been  removed. 

About  the  year  1917.  when  gaso- 
line may  be  said  to  have  been  at 
its  wont,  it  was  necessary  to  apply 


STEADY  OAS  FLOW 
A  very  Important  trend  during  the 
past  three  years  Is  the  passing  of 
the  vacuum  tank  In  favor  of  the  fuel 
pump  The  vacuum  tank  Illled  a 
very  great  need  In  the  industry,  and 
it  still  does  for  certain  applications. 
On  the  whole,  however,  it  has  been 
largely  supplan.ed  by  the  fuel  pump, 
which  reeds  the  gasoline  to  the  car- 
bureter more  steadily  under  all  cir- 
cumstances 

There  are  times  when  modern 
roads  and  modern  engines  permit 
speeds  and  fuel  consumption  that 
somewhat  outstrip  the  capacity  of 
the  vacuum  tank.  There  are  a  bo 
times  when  the  vacuum  in  the  In- 
take manifold  la  very  low.  such  as 
when  climbing  a  steep  lull  on  high 
gear.  At  this  time  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  fuel  required,  but  very 
often  it  is  not  available.  The  fuel 
pump  jneets  this  condition  admir- 
ably, and  results  in  a  very  notice- 
ably improved  performance  of  the 
care. 

Tirs  TO  DRIVERS 

Of  course,  all  of  the  matters  we 
have  been  talking  about  are  con- 
cerned with  the  design  of  the  car. 
and  ther?  is  little  or  nothing  the 
owner  can  do  about  It.  There  are. 
however,  some  tips  that  may  be  of 
interest  to  the  owner  in  handling 
m  his  car.  which  will  result  In  better 
too  much  heat  to  the  intake  manl-  J  performance  as  far  as  fuel  is  con- 
fold.  Tcday.  with  the  Improved  fuels'  cerned. 


the  amount  of  heat  used  Is  reduced, 
but  it  b  also  controlled  so  that  the 
temperature  of  the  intake  b  made 
to  suit  the  conditions  existing  at  the 


First — Find  out  if  your  carbure- 
tor has  a  Winter  and  a  Summer 
adjustment  If  It  has.  see  that  the 
dealer  seta  thb  correctly  for  you  at 
the  change  of  seasons. 

Second— If  your  car  has  a  mani- 
fold heat  control,  learn  to  use  it  cor- 
rectly. Too  much  heat  In  the  Sum- 
mer will  cause  loss  of  power,  be- 
cause the  charge  b  rarefied  to  a 
degree  that  b  sufficient  to  weaken 
the  force  of  the  explosions.  Too 
little  heat  In  the  Winter  will  cause 
missing,  smoking  and  crankcase  di- 
lutions. 

There  are  some  carburetors  that 
really  require  a  change  of  Jets  in 
order  to  get  the  best  results  in  Win-  j 
ter  and  Summer.   Get  the  proper  j 
information  on  thb  from  the  car 
dealer  and  follow  his  advice.

TERRIFIC  SPEED  OF 
SCIENTIFIC  DEVICE 
HAS  IMPORTANT  USE 

A  motorist  may  think  he  is  trav- 
eling fast  when  he  gels  in  his  car 
and  goes  whining  over  a  piece  of 
splendid  pavrment  at  the  rate  of 
seventy -five  miles  an  hour.  But 
figuratively,  he  Is  standing  still 
when  such  speed  is  compared  with 
that  of  an  Instrument  of  almost  un- 
believable accuracy  and  refinement 
which  was  used  recently  In  con- 
nection with  automotive  develop- 
ment work. 

According  to  engineers  of  the  de- 
partment of  engineering  research  of 
the  University  of  Michigan,  this  in- 
strument, which  bears  the  high- 
sounding  name  of  oscillograph, 
played  an  important  part  in  the 
lecrnt  discovery  of  a  new  and  Im- 
proved spark  plug  electrode  alloy 
enabling  engineers  to  better  study 
the  characteristic*  of  the  electric 
spark.  It  traced  a  line  one  inch  long 
across  an  exposed  photographic 
plate  In  one-mllllonth  of  a  second, 
which  Is  equivalent  to  144,100  miles 
an  hour.

An  electric  starter  is  made  to  do  a 
reasonable  amount  of  work  In  turn- 
ing over  the  engine,  and  for  every 
second  consumed  in  trying  to  start 
the  engine  the  generator  must  run 
at  charging  speed  for  several  min- 
utes to  put  the  same  amount  of 
current  back  into  the  storage  bat- 
tery.

Do  you  have  a  habit  of  placing 
oily  cloth  and  oily  rags  In  the 
pocket*  of  your  automobile?

Oily 
waste  l*  apt  to  Ignite  by  spontane- 
ous combustion.  This  is  especially 
true  during  the  hot  summer 
months  As  a  mere  experiment 
place  your  hands  on  the  metal  body 
or  your  car  after  It  has  been  stand- 
ing In  the  sun.

Advuiuri  in  Method*.  Will  Aid  Nr« 
Port,  in  the  Opinion  of 


WINNIPEO.  July  12  — Effective 
use  of  Churchill,  the  West's  new 
port  on  Hudson  Bay.  is  increasingly 
assured  by  new-found  rapid  meth- 
ods of  harvesting  the  Prairie  wheat 
crop,  in  the  opinion  or  Hon.  D.  G. 
MrKenzle,  Minister  of  Mines  and 
Natural  Resources.

Communication  with  the 
kitchen  is  quick  and  easy,  and  Umj  i 
kitchen  itself  iz  a  comfortable  work- 
shop; the  larder  has  wire  shelves 
and  a  refrigerator;  rubber  covers 
the  kitchen  floor,  the  stairs.  Uie 
landing,  bathroom  and  the  nursery 
noor. 

The  roof  is  flat.  *o  that  there  la 
no  waste  space  above  the  bedrooms,  * 
but  there  Is.  besides  three  bedrooms, 
a  sleeping  porch  open  to  the  south, 
which  may  alternately  be  used  as  a 
playground  for  children.  The  whole 
design  Is  lull  of  labor-saving  devices.

tuner  Is  operated  from  the  same 
current  supply  that  powers  any  elec- 
tric radio  set.

Dowdlng 
relates,  came  to  hlni  one  night 
when  he  forgot  to  tune-ln  the  sta- 
tion carrying  Floyd  Olbbons'  World 
Wnr  rfmlnivmrw  As  an  ex-soldier 
in  France.  Dowdlng  was  keenly  in- 
terested In  that  aeries.  This  being 
an  age  of  mechanical  conveniences, 
the  thought  was  born  that  the  tun- 
ing might  be  done  automatically  for 
forgetful  and  lazy  folk.

Yellow  trans- 
parent apples  of  good  quality,  from 
Yaaima,  are  on  the  market.  To- 
matoes from  the  SouUj  have  now 
reached  the  bottom,  and  from  now 
on  the  home-grown  product  will 
have  a  better  chance  The  Main- 
land asaoclatlons  expect  to  ship 
lorty  cars  of  raspberries  this  year  as 
against  fifty  cars  last  year. 

The  following  wire  received  from 
J  A.  Orant.  Markets  Commissioner, 
who  has  been  In  the  Valley  on  his 
way  to  tht  prairies:  "Weather  has 
turned  very  hot.  with  showers  in 
Kelowna  and  Vernon  Thursday. 
Cherries,  apricot*,  cucumbers,  let- 
luce  and  cabbage  are  the  principal 
commodities  moving  from  the 
Okanagan  Valley.  Oliver  and  Pen- 
tlcton  have  passed  the  peak  In  ship- 
ping cherries.  Kelowna  Is  approach- 
ing the  peak  this  week.  The  market 
Is  about  fifty  centa  below  last  yesr, 
with  the  movement  slow.  Yesterday 
a  car  from  Kelowna  rolled  to  Mont- 
real and  quite  a  few  cars  have  been 
rolled  eastward  from  the  prairies  to 
staballze  that  market.  Oliver  is  now 
packing  apricot*  of  the  Moorpark 
and  Kaleden  variety.  The  crop 
there  Is  about  the  same  as  last  yesr. 
The  present  warm  wave  has  en- 
couraged cantaloupe  growers,  who 
now  expect  a  little  more  volume 
than  last  year.  The  Macintosh 
apple  crop  is  heavy,  and  the  total 
apple  crop  runs  from  13  to 
70  per  cent  heavier  than  last 
year.

North  from  Quallcum  the  road 
climbs  through  the  farming  district 
ot  Dashwood.  with  Quallcum  Bay 
on  the  right  and  a  splendid  view 
of  the  Gulf  Islands  and  the  snow 
peaks  beyond.  Traversing  a  belt  ol 
timbered  country,  which  obscures 
the  view  yet  forms  a  distinct  charm 
of  IU  own.  the  road  dips  down  to 
the  water  once  more,  past  the 
Horne  Lak*  trail  to  Big  Quallcum 
River.  A  word  may  be  spoken  for 
Horne  Lake,  a  long  narrow  sheet  ot 
water  running  far  back  into  the 
hills.  It  is  reached  by  a  picturesque 
trail  that  winds  through  virgin  um- 
ber in  the  steady  climb  from  sea 
level.  A  few  boats  are  to  be  pro- 
cured at  the  foot  of  the  lake,  and 
fishing  is  excellent.  This  forms  the 
head-waters  of  the  Big  Quallcum 
River,  another  famous  fishing 
stream  of  fair  dimensions.

From  hpre  the  road  passes  through 
a  stretch  of  beautiful  maple  woods, 
crossing  si:ch  gurgllnT  streams  as 
Nile  Creek  and  others  of  smaller 
slse  before  reaching  Pannv  Bay 
Here  n  Government  wharf  serves 
as  a  |i0g  place  for  launches  and 
vessels  plying  between  the  adjacent 
Islands.

Large 
boat*  call  at  the  wharf,  forming 
connections  with  Vancouver  and 
the  Mainland  Hero  the  traveler  Is 
offered  splendid  accommodation  by 
the  Royston  Beach  Auto  Camp  ;- 
cently  acquired  by  H  R.  Marvin 
Bathing  Is  warm  and  safe  from  the 
beach  and  boats  and  bathing  suit* 
may  be  procured.  Up-to-cYte 
shower  baths,  fourteen  cabins  of 
from  five  to  two  rooms  each  and 
proper  sanitation  have  bern  In- 
stalled City  light  and  water  from 
Courtenay  la  laid  on.  Insuring  per- 
fect comfort. 

Courtenay.  Cumberland  and  Co- 
mox. forming  a  trlamjle  of  four 
miles  each  way.  are  surrounded  by 
a  rich  farming  district  which  holds 
endless  attractions  for  the  tourist 
In  beaut v  and  entertainment.  Co- 
mox Harbor  rum  far  Inland,  to 
meet  the  Puntledge  River,  on  which 
the  pretty  town  of  Courtenay  stands. 
This  progressive  centre  serves  an 
area  of  agricultural  and  lumbering 
activity,  both  of  which  contribute 
largely  to  Its  prosperity.

Roads  of  excellent  quality  ar« 
found  all  through  the 
which  Is  famous  for  fishing  and 
hunting  Immediately  after  cross- 
ing the  liver  on  the  highway  the 
road  to  Comox  is  reached.  Here  is 
one  of  the  oldest  seilements  on  the 
Island. 

Close  to  the  Elk  Hotel,  which 
gives  first-rate  accommodation  in 
comfort  and  convenience,  lies  a 
nine-hole  golf  course.  The  Elk  Ho- 
tel has  a  splendid  outlook  over  the 
harbor.  Cumberland,  once  a  pros- 
perous mining  centre,  has  now.  with 
the  closing  of  the  pits,  become  an 
agricultural  town  of  growing  rep- 
utation.

in  U  is  FAMOUS  tvi.i  <  LtflB 
North  from  Courtenay  the  high- 
way runs  through  the  district  of 
Merville.  on  to  Campbell  River. 
Here,  close  beside  the  Government 
wharf,  stands  the  Willows  Hotel, 
well-known  for  comfort  and  con- 
venience and  as  the  headquarters  of 
the  famous  Tyee  Club.  To  qualify 
for  membership  the  visitor  must 
capture  one  of  the  lordly  Tyee  sal- 
mon. Tills  vear  the  field  Is  led  by 
the  killing  of  a  fifty-two-pound 
monster,  though  that  Is  by  no  means 
a  record  for  the  stream.  Specified 
tackle  rr.usl  be  used  and  few  sports 
can  compare  with  a  day  on  the 
Campbell  River. 

Another  point  of  widely-known 
interest  within  reach  of  the  Wil- 
lows Hotel  are  the  Elk  Falls,  where 
the  Campbell  River  plunges  down 
over  the  brink  of  a  canyon  deep 
and  narrow,  to  thunder  on  the  rocks 
500  feet  below.  The  spray  from 
these  falls  forms  a  dense  mist  for 
a  considerable  distance  around  and 
the  roar  Is  colossal.  Further  on.  at 
the  foot  of  Campbell  •  Lake.  ttM 
Forbes  Landing,  and  from  here  the 
highway  dwindles  to  a  rough  trail 
that  leads  beside  a  chain  of  small 
lakes  toward  the  head  of  Upper 
Campbell  Lake.  From  here  a  pack 
trail  leads  Into  Buttles  Lake  in 
Strathcona  Park.  Fishing  »s  excel- 
lent In  all  these  waters.  Pack  ani- 
mals may  be  procured  for  brfjpfl  Itttd 
the  country,  which  attracts  hun- 
dreds of  visitors  annually.  Guides 
may  be  had  and  parties  arranged 
direct  from  the  Willows  Hotel. 

Ill  (  OV<  II  I  IM  - 
forms  the  trrmhius  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  The 
Vancouver  Island  Coach  Lines 
maintains  a  dally  scheduled  service 
between  Victoria.  Nanalmo.  Cour- 
tenay and  Campbell  River,  using 
comfortable  and  up-lo-date  stapes. 
By  prlvat*  car  In?  whole  d'atance 
to  Campbell  Rive.-  may  be  traversed 
In  six  hours  and  less  from  the 
capital. 

Courtenay.  Cumberland  and  Co- 
mox are  becoming  still  more  widely 
known  as  the  logical  starting  point 
for  a  trip  Into  the  famous  Forbid- 
den Plateau,  rising  above  Br  van  tn 
ft  height  of  4.000  feet  Guides  and 
pack-horse  may  be  obtained  for  an 
excursion  Into  an  nrea  that  Is 
unique  in  beauty.  The  Forbidden 
Plateau  gains  Us  name  from  Indi- 
an superstition,  which  Invested  the 
country  with  evil  spirits.  Little  was 
known  of  the  locality  until  quite  re- 
cently, when  a  trail  was  cut.  and 
it  was  possible  to  reach  th#»  uppnr 
levels  from  the  valley.  Tlie  head 
'>r  this  Government  trail  lies  but 
twenty  miles  from  Courtenay  and 
Is  reached  by  a  good  motor  toad. 

Once  the  plateau  Is  reached  nu- 
merous trails  have  bern  blazed  bv 
the  Alpine  Club  through  a  wonder- 
land of  scenic  beauty.  Many  peaks 
rls?  above  the  plateau,  offering  a 
challenge  to  the  mountaln-erlng  en- 
thusiast. The  general  format len  Is 
rolling  land.  well-watered  by 
stream*  and  laker  covered  by  purplfr* 
and  white  heather  and  small  fir 
trees.  All  the  waters  are  well- 
stocked  with  fish,  and  the  area  Is 
Indeed  a  paradise  of  vacation  de- 
lights.

To  the  sportsman  the  country 
around  Courtenay.  Cumberland  and 
Comox  Is  ideal.  Rough  shooting  of 
all  kinds  Is  plentiful.  Including 
BTOOat,  pheasants,  quail,  deer,  bear 
and  panther.  Fishing  is  famous 
throughout  the  country,  especially 
In  the  Brown  and  Puntledge  Rivets 
Two  golf  course*  are  within  three 
miles  of  Courtenay.  Winter  sports 
on  the  Forbidden  Plateau  are  pos- 
sible as  late  as  June.  Boating  Is 
safe  and  cpens  a  field  for  wonder- 
ful trips  of  exploration  In  row- 
boat  or  launch. 


Lake  Cumberland,  known  to  many 
as  Comox  Lake,  lies  only  152  miles 
from  Victoria,  some  two  miles  west 
of  Cumberland.  In  length  It  Is 
about  nine-and-a-half  miles,  and. 
through  the  mediums  of  fishing, 
hunting,  hiking  and  general  holi- 
daymaking  for  the  hundreds  of 
tourists  who  annually  visit  its 
shores.  It  Is  becoming  recognised  as 
one  cf  Vancouver  Islands  most  fa- 
vorerl  mots  The  flxhinj  Is  verv 
varied,  including  cut-fhroat.  Dolly 
Varden.  steelhead  and  Atlantic  sal- 
mon. In  the  early  Sprhig  the  best 
sport  Is  to  be  obtained  at  the  foot 
of  the  lake,  but  as  the  warmer 
weather  approaches  the  fish  move 
to  the  head,  where  the  waters  of 
the  Cruikshank  River  feed  the  lake 
with  icy  streams  from  the  glacier. 
hi k i!  to  MOUNTAINS 

One  hunter  and  trapper,  living 
on  the  shores  of  the  lake,  states, 
the  distance  between  Cumberland 
and  the  Forbidden  Plateau  to  be 
within  three  hours  of  bush  hiking. 
Rising  behind  the  lake  is  the  Beau- 
fort Range,  with  the  Dome  Glacier 
and  the  Sky  Pilot  Tip  in  close 
proximity.  Going  in  from  the 
Cruikshank  River  the  hike  to  these 
mountains  may  be  made  comfort- 
ably in  two  days,  carrying  a  pack. 

A  little  to  the  northwest  of  Cum- 
berland lies  the  chain  of  small  lakes 
known  M  Trout  Lakes.  These  are 
now  easily  accessible  through  the 
buUdfal  of  a  railway  by  the  Comox 
Logging  Company.  As  the  name 
implies,  they  are  plentifully  stocked 
with  game  fish.  Speed-boat  racing 
is  one  ot*  the  new  sports  of  the 
Cumberland  Lake  devotee...  At  pres- 
ent many  Summer  cottages  are  to 
be  seen  on  the  shores  and  more  are 
being  built  at  this  popidar  resort. 

The  restoration  of  Brecon  Cathe- 
dral, the  old  priory  church,  has  been 
completed,  so  far  as  the  structure 
Is  concerned,  by  the  rebuilding  In 
character  wltn  the  res'  of  the  fabric, 
of  the  Chapel  of  St.  Lawrence.

A  woman  who  sat  (or  four  hours 
by  her  telephone  transmitting  to 
Admiral  Sturdee  Information  which 
proved  of  great  Importance  In  the 
Battle  of  the  Falkland  Islands  ar- 
rived In  London  recently  with  her 
huabend. 

She  u  Mrs.  Creamer,  formerly 
Mrs  R.  8  Felton.  the  daughter  of 
an  Eng llah  profeasor.  who  settled  in 
the  islands  which  are  about  250 
miles  from  the  mainland  of  South 
America.  * 

Mr.  Creamer,  who  is  an  official 
of  the  Falkland  Islands  Company, 
told  a  press  representative  the  story 
of  his  wife's  presence  of  mind  and 
initiative  which  resulted  in  the  sink- 
ing of  three  German  ships  and 
earned  for  her  a  silver  salver,  which 
was  presented  by  the  Admiralty, 
and  the  O  B  E.

"On  December  8.  1914.''  Mr 
Creamer  said,  "my  wife  was  at  home 
in  her  farmstead  at  Fltzroy  with 
lie r  three  children,  two  maids,  and 
a  boy  servant  Her  maids  reported 
to  her  that  they  had  seen  from  a 
hlU  nearby  three  Oerman  ships 
making  for  FlUroy. 

"These  were  the  Baden  and  Santa 
Isabel.  The  third  vessel  Is  believed 
to  have  been  the  Seidl  Its-cither  a 
hospital  ship  or  a  transport 

She  Immediately  ordered  the 
maids  to  saddle  two  horses  and  to 
ride  in  relays  to  the  top  or  the  hill, 
and  report  to  her  every  few  min- 
utes the  ships'  movements.  M'im 
while,  she  telephoned  to  the  authori- 
ties at  Stanley,  and  her  reports  were 
rushed  to  Admiral  Sturdee. 

PURSUING  THE  GERMANS 

"She  sat  there  for  four  hours, 
with  her  baby  boy  in  her  arms, 
while  her  messages  directed  the 
movements  of  the  Bristol  and  of  the 
aimed  hner  Macedonia,  which  set 
out  In  pursuit  of  the  Germans 

•The  enemy  tried  to  steam  at  full 
speed  for  safety,  but  the  Informa- 
tion which  reached  Admiral  Sturdee 
minute  by  minute  enabled  the  Bris- 
tol to  follow  them.  In  a  few  hours 
the  Bristol  and  Macedonia  had 
caught  and  sunk  the  ships. 

"It  has  sometimes  been  said  that 
the  ships  she  sighted  were  the 
Scharnhorst.  Gnelsenau.  Numberg, 
Lelpalg,  and  Dresden,  but  that  Is  In- 
correct. 

"The  two  maids  who  rode  to  and 
r.-om  the  hilltop  were  presented  with 
engraved  silver  teapots  by  the  Ad- 
miralty."

Lord  Stamfordham  Is  •  a  very 
modest  man  and  rejoices  in  the  fact 
that  when  he  walks  several  times 
a  day  fnom  St.  James*  Palace  to 
Buckingham  Palace,  he  does  so  quite 
unrecognized.  In  spite  of  his  years 
he  itilf  rides  In  the  park  and  plays 
an  excellent  game  of  golf. 

A  friend  asked  him  recently 
when  he  was  going  to  retire.  "When 
the  King  has  no  further  use  for  my 
services."  was  the  immediate  reply.

Alter  some  800  years  of  usage, 
Scotland  will  abandon  the  ancient 
system  of  division  of  areas  into  par- 
ishes, a  system  which  obtains  else- 
where in  Great  Britain. 

The  parish  system  was  strictly 
ecceleslasllcal  In  origin.  When  any 
area  organized  and  built  a  church 
that  had  the  right  to  baptize  chil- 
dren and  register  the  births  and 
marriages  of  its  locality.  It  auto- 
matically became  a  parish,  which 
Invariably  became  known  after  the 
name  of  Its  church. 

In  early  times,  when  ecclesiastical 
authority  existed  alongside  state  au- 
thority, the  parish  authority  was 
administered  by  lta  priest,  and  in- 
cluded the  collection  of  tithes  and 
other  forms  of  church  government 
When  the  local  and  town  govern- 
ment succeeded  the  eccleriastlcal  It 
took  over  many  of  the  forms  of  ad- 
ministration, such  as  poor  relief,  as 
well  as  the  privileges. 

Curiously  enough,  the  boundaries 
of  the  Scottish  parishes  were  never 
officially  registered,  and  disputes 
between  adjoining  parishes  in  re- 
spect to  authority  and  administra- 
tive rights  frequently  came  before 
the  courts.

Market.  London,  regret  the  disappearance  of  hawkera  from 
the  retail  fl*li  trade  Hundreds  of  trawlera  are  landing  sup- 
plie«  from  near  and  distant  seaa.  and  there  are  days  when  the 
market  i*  no-  cleared.  Before  the  war  the  hawkera  came  with  their 
barrow*  about  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  when  the  main  business  of 
the  day  at  Billingsgate  was  finished,  and  bought  up  surplus  con- 
signment* at  prices  which  enabled  them  to  sell  cheaply  In  a  street 
and  house-to-house  trade 

Today  the  hawkers  have  been  reduced  to  a  small  number,  and 
the  wholesale  salesmen  are  often  at  a  loss  to  dispose  of  the  occa- 
sional gluts  which  keep  them  standing  at  their  ataUs  It  Is  a  firm 
belief  at  Billingsgate  thai  unemployment  insurance  benefit  or  the 
admission  of  ablebodled  persons  to  out-reltef  ha*  destroyed  the  in 
cenUve  which  made  the  hawker  a  keen  and  hard-working  trader 

Hawkers  of  fish  working  on  their  own  account  do  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Acts,  but  It  la 
believed  that  before  benefit  could  be  obtained  men  who  lost  em- 
ployment In  their  own  trades  turned  lo  hawking  at  a  temporary 
means  of  earning  a  living  What  matters  from  in*  public  point  of 
view  is  that  the  hawking  of  hah  ha*  diminished  In  the  London  area 
until  the  cry  of  "Live  herrings! '  or  "Lies  sprat* l ■  is  seldom  beard 
In  the  streets 

WANTED  BA(  K  \*.*IN 
The  hawker,  because  he  bought  at  bargain  rate*,  could  sen  more 
cheaply  than  the  ordinary  shopkeeper,  and  usually  buys  ax  an  hour 
when  the  market  sale? men  u  not  prepared  to  trade  on  the  basis  of 

a  prospective  surplus. 

Blllincsgate  would  like  to  see  the  hawker  come  back  with  hli 
barrow  It  «  stated  that  there  was  never  more  scope  for  this  form 
of  trader  and  that  a  resumption  of  street  sales  would  benefit  the 
the  poorer  ciaas  of  consumers,  and  the

Is  There  a  'Thirst  Centre' 
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By  VISCOUNTESS  RHONDDA 

THE  main  lines  of  the  woman's  move- 
ment have  now  definitely  passed  from 
the  national  Into  the  international 
>phere.  They  are  directed  toward  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  principle  of  equal  pay.  the  re- 
moval of  all  restrictive  legislation  In  the  in- 
duatrlal  sphere,  and  of  all  distinctions  made 
as  between  men  and  women  In  the  fields  of 
medicine,  the  Government  services  and  local 
authority  bodies. 

Today  co-operation  Is  closer  than  ever,  espe- 
cially In  the  field  of  politics  Touch  between 
women  *  leaders  I*  constant  and  Intimate. 

The  early  women's  movement  was  almost 
entirely  the  product  of  the  Scandinavian. 
Teutonic  and  Anglo-Saxon  countries.  Scarcely 
a  ripple  appeared  on  the  surface  of  the  Latin 
countries  up  to  the  date  of  the  Armistice.  But 
since  then  Latin  and  Eastern  worlds  have 
wakened  up.  In  Turkey.  China  and  Japan 
there  is  a  great  stir  and  ferment 

Aa  a  recent  example  of  a  changed  attitude, 
take  Spain.  When  the  International  Federa- 
tion of  University  Women  met  under  the 
presidency  of  the  Norwegian.  Dr.  Ellen  Oled- 
Itsch.  In  Madrid,  celebrations  were  held  in 
four  other  great  cities  besides  the  capital 
The  university  snd  municipal  authorltlea  took 
official  part  In  the  formal  reception  of  the 
delegates  In  each  town.  The  governments  of 
Chili,  Peru  and  Ecuador  officially  sent  over  a 
delegate  In  the  person  of  the  famous  Chilean 
poet.  Mme,  Mistral.  Five  years  ago  such  a 
reception  of  any  body  of  women  would  have 

been  Incredible  In  Spain. 

The  general  International  aspect  which  has 
come  over  the  women*  movement  Is  largely 
due  to  the  post -armistice  tendency  toward 
world  conferences  and  International  conven- 
iens, especially  In  the  economic  field.

T  EOI8LATION  based  upon  such  com  en - 
.L*  Hons  as  are  rstlfled  deals  with  hours, 
wagea.  condition  of  work  and  Inevitably  af- 
fects the  position  of  women  In  the  industrial 
and  professional  elimination  of  women  from 
lead  painting,  which  also  mean*  their  elimina- 
tion from  the  field  of  house  decoration. 

Other  conventions,  as  well  as  domestic 
legislation,  place  such  restrictions  upon  wom- 
en as  result  In  their  being  thrown  out  of  well- 
paid  employment  Empoyers  have  good  cause 
to  regard  women  as  a  nuisance  Ui  their  busi- 
nesses If  they  are  forced  by  law  to  comply 
alth  various  special  requirements  which  they 
do  not  have  to  comply  with  In  the  case  of 


In  England  the  marriage  question  is  one 
bone  of  contention.  A  controversy  ha*  been 
going  on  ror  a  long  time  about  women  in' 
medical  schools.  The  constantly -reiterated 
argument  of  thoae  who  want  to  close  the 
schools  to  women  Is  that  women  marry  and 
are  lost  to  medicine.  But  they  are  lost  to 
medicine  against  their  will.  They  are  lost  be- 
cause a  large  number  of  them,  after  graduat- 
ing, go  into  public  health  work,  and  the  local 
authorities  have  rules  calling  for  the  dtsmis- 
ssl  of  women  from  their  posts  on  marriage. 

Married  women  In  the  Government  service 
are  similarly  penalised  They  can  stay  while 
they  remain  single,  but  aa  anon  as  they  marry 
they  must  go.  The  choice  la 
and  a  career

ANY  authorities  In  England  seem  still  to 
regard  a  school  as  a  charitable  organisa- 
tion for  the  relief  of  unemployment  among 
married  teacher*  Enthusiasm  for  teaching 
la  regarded  at  an  excuse  unworthily  used  by 
married  women  for  the  avoidance  of  their 
traditional  duties  at  home. 

Thus  women  teachers  are  still  usually  dis- 
missed on  marriage  Consequently,  although 
the  real  purpose  and  function  of  a  school  la  to 
provide  education  («  i  hiidren  by  the  best  ex- 
pert, many  capable  and  vital  women  are  lost 
to  the  teaching  profession  because,  having  to 
make  a  choice,  they  choose  marriage  In  many 


cases,  of  course,  their  vslue  as  teachers  Is  en- 
hanced by  marriage 

These  things  boll  down  to  a  question  of  at- 
titude, of  mental  approach.  Eventually  we 
shall  cut  through  the  tangle  of  confused 
thought  and  obsolete  tradition  and  get  this 
business  of  work  and  marriage  as  It  relates  to 
straightened  out. 


Swedish  Society  Plans

*-pHE  Society  Norden.  which  ha*  made  note- 
1  worthy  efforts  for  many  years  to  bring

Mr.  Ford  hinds  Profits 
in  Garbage  Reduction 
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R.  Henry  Vord  s  experiment*  with  the 
reduction  of  garbage  to  commercial  by- 
product* has  advanced  to  a  stage  which  en- 
courages thoae  engaged  In  the  work  to  be- 
lieve he  soon  may  be  in  the  market  for  all  of 
»he  garbage  of  greater  Detroit. 

The  experiments,  which  have  been  con- 
ducted for  a  month,  were  discussed  by  sn  of- 
ficial of  the  Ford  Motor  Company.  A  special 
retort  plant,  built  by  Mr  Ford,  has  consumed 
a  ton  and  a  half  of  garbage  from  Dearborn 
dally,  he  said 

The  result  has  been  production  of  com- 
mercial quantities  of  ethyl  alcohol,  methyl 
alcohol,  benzol  and  from  each  ton  of  garbage, 
in  addition,  two  gallons  of  light  oil.  eight  gal- 
lon* of  tar.  gaa  which  was  uaed  for  heating 
the  retorts,  and  a  coaMderable  residue  be- 
lieved to  be  of  value  as  a  fertiliser. 

The  experiments  will  be  continued  for  two 
months  more  before  the  full  reaults  of  tha 
experiment  are  known.  It  was  said.

On?  theory  cf  thirst,  as  explained  In 
'  Hygela."  by  Anton  J.  Carlson,  assumes  thst 
It  arises  from  stimulation  of  sensory  nerve 
endings  in  the  mouth  snd  throat  by  the  dry- 
ing due  to  the  deceased  secretion  of  saltva. 
Another  theory  assumes  that  the  concentrated 
biood  (stronger  brine >  stimulates  some  region 
In  the  brain  'a  hypothetical  thirst  centre) 
and  many  sensory  nerves  directly  on  the 
muscles  of  the  gullet 

A  third  theory  proposes  that  the  thirst  sen- 
sation Is  called  forth  by  a  spasm  of  the  gullet, 
induced  by  the  concentrated  blood  acting 
either  directly  on  the  muscles  of  the  gullet 
or  on  the  region  at  the  base  of  the  brain  that 
sends  motor  nerve  fibres  to  the  gullet  muscles. 
One  worker  ha*  reported  experiments  Indi- 
cating greater  tonus,  or  spasm,  of  the  gullet 
during  thirst,  but  even  If  this  Is  true,  it  may 
be  one  of  the  many  effects  of  thirst  rather 
titan  the  necessary  link  In  the  arousing  of  the 
thirst  sensation 

Thirst  differs  from  every  other  conscious 
sensation  or  urge.  No  matter  how  started, 
mere  l*  very  likely  some  particular  region  In 
the  brain  in  which  the  conscious  processes  of 
thirst  are.  so  to  speak,  focused.  This  may  be 
called  a  •  thirst  centre"  in  the  brain. 


Deserter  Steals  a  Yacht 
to  Get  Away 

ANEW  way  of  deserting  the  United  States 
Navy  has  been  Introduced  at  Manila. 
Deciding  that  he  had  enough  of  navy  life,  a 
sailor  tried  to  make  his  '  A  W. OX.."  a  matter 
of  permanent  record  by  leaving  the  Islands 
In  %l  yacht  he  had  stolen 

With  the  yacht  Intrepid,  owned  by  Mr  Roy 
M  Barcal.  a  prominent  local  yechteman.  he 
headed  for  China  and  had  gotten  well  started 
before  It  waa  discovered  that  the  vessel  was 


Two  navy  seaplanes  were  sent  to  search  for 
It.  They  found  the  lone  "gob"  sailing  merrily 
along  outside  Manila  Bay  and  sixteen  miles  up 
the  coast  to  the  north  When  the  deserter 
saw  the  planes  he  dived  overboard  In  an  ef- 
iort  to  reach  shore  and  escape  but  the  planes 
landed  and  placed  him  under  arreit. 


AWINOLESS  aeroplane,  the  Invention  of 
a  house  painter,  may  revolutionise  the 
whole  theory  of  flying  In  heavier- than -air 
machines  and  make  a  tremendous  contribution 
lo  the  science  of  aero -dynamics  The  Inventor 
is  OUo  Yueltner.  of  Providence.  Rhode  Island 
He  calls  his  Invention  the  "motor  tube  "  Aero- 
plane manufacturers  have  shown  keen  interest 
In  his  invention,  and  it  Is  likely  that  It  will  be 
tried  out  under  regular  flying  conditions 

It  has  been  demonstrated  successfully  on 
various  models  constructed  by  Mr  Yuettner 
and  opens  up  an  entirely  new  field  for  the  con- 
queat  of  the  air.  In  removing  the  wings  from 
the  plane.. the  Inventor  has  eliminated  the 
treatest  obstacle  to  the  sine  of  an  aeroplane 
body  aa  well  as  to  its  shape  The  plane  of 
the  future,  he  says,  win  be  several  "stone*" 
high  and  of  aa  yet  undreamed-of  size 

The  wingless  aeroplane  consists  almply  of 
mounting  several  motors  on  the  aldea  of  the 
<hip  instead  of  tn  front.  Each  engine  is  en- 
closed In  a  cylinder,  open  at  both  end  ird 
constructed  of  some  light  but  strong  metsl, 
probably  aluminum  or  one  of  it*  alloy* 

Both  propeller  and  motor  are  Inside  the 
cylinder  and  the  auction  of  the  propeller  in- 


side the  curving  wars  gives  the  engine  tre- 
mendou*  lifting  power,  estimated  by  the  in- 
ventor a*  twice  that  of  the  aame  engine 
mounted  In  front 

Mr.  Yuettner  declare*  that  with  two  or  three 
motors  attached  to  the  sides  of  a  plane  many 
time*  larger  than  any  yet  built,  greater  speed 
can  be  attained  with  a  greater  degree  or  safety. 
If  the  engine*  should  fail  the  tubes  would 
act  aa  parachute*,  he  says,  and  let  the  plane 
down  easily  and  without  danger 

The  tubes  are  attached  to  the  sides  of  the 
plane  by  awlvela  and  can  be  manipulated  by 
the  pilot  of  the  plane  rrom  a  cabin  high  on 
top. 

The  Inventor  believe*  that  hi*  scheme  is 
equally  applicable  to  dirigibles  and  other 
lighter  than  air  craft,  but  the  lifting  power 
c.i  the  enclosed  engines  will  make  It  unneces- 
aary  lo  construct  gaa  bags  If  any  *ort

IF  the  visitor  to  Cairo  expects  to  be  able  to 
see  daring  spectacles  and  lurid  "danses 
du  ventre"  In  the  native  quarters  of  the 
town,  he  will  be  disappointed  and  would  prob- 
sbly  have  had  more  success  nearer  home 
There  was  a  lime  when  it  was  different,  but 
British  influence  and  a  strong  king  have 
changed  all  that.  But  he  may  get  entertain- 
ment and  much  amusement  If  he  asks  a  drago- 
(  man.  or  Bedouin  guide,  to  conduct  him  after 
dinner  to  a  native  dance  hall 

There  will  probably  be  a  lot  of  bargaining 
with  the  dragoman  to  begin  with  "Well.  sor. 
give  me  money  to  reserve  seat  in  first-class 
place — I  will  bring  tarbouache  and  make  gen- 
tleman look  like  Egyptian. '  These  Utile  tricks 
to  extract  extra  bakshish  can  be  easily  over- 
come with  a  firm  front.  A  dragoman.  In  fact.

Instead  of  sugar  a  little  soda  to  put  In  and 
a  lump  of  that  sacred  commodity  of  Tibet, 
butter,  and  the  tea  is  ready  to  drink.  The  Yak 
butter  used  In  Tibet  u  first  "ripened '  by  be- 
ing buried  In  the  ground  until  It  becomes  ex- 
tremely rancid  Some  of  this  buried  butter  to 
fifty  years  old  and  <iPwar-l.  so  that  the  flavor 
of  the  tea  can  be  better 
scribed. 


DRS  H  L.  Alexander  and  C  H  Eyermann. 
of  St  Louis,  have  recently  reported  sev- 
eral cases  of  patients  who  suffered  from  bleed- 
ing under  the  skin.

♦blowing  brief  attacks  of  abdominal  pain, 
oi  me  times  Including  also  the  development  of 
blisters  and  bleeding  from  the  gums  Recently 
physicians  have  come  to  associate  with  the 
abearance  of  patient*  who  suffered  from 
bleeding  specific  sensitivities  to  various  food 
substance*,  the  symptoms  representing  reac- 
tions by  the  body  to  the  Ingestion  of  the  food 
to  which  the  person  might  be  sensitive. 

Tests  made  with  small  doses  of  the  extract 
material  rubbed  into  the  skin  revealed  the 
sensitivities.  Many  of  the  unexplalnable  symp- 
toms of  the  past  are  now  being  brought  Into 
the  group  that  Is  called  by  the  physician  "al- 
lergy." 

A  boy  fourteen  years  or  age  was  sensitive 
to  red  plums.  A  woman  fifty  years  of  age 
developed  abdominal  pain,  bleeding  under  the 
skin  and  sneexlng  following  the  eating  of 
wheat  products  Another  woman  developed 
abdominal  pain,  blue  spots  under  the  skin 


and  painful  Joints  following  the  eating  of 
pork,  onions  or  strawberries.  She  Invariably 
remained  well  while  avoiding  these  foods 

The  removal  of  milk  from  the  diet  of  one 
patient  resulted  In  complete  recovery.  In  an- 
other, eggs,  potatoes  and  wheat  were  the  sub- 
stances Involved.  Removal  of  these  substances 
resulted  In  recovery  and  feeding  of  these  sub- 
ttances  Invariably  produced  the  symptoms.

Doctors,  too,  have  theories  thry  are  very  fond 
of.  nevertheless,  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeona 
and  the  British  Medical  Association  do  not 
nelp  much  In  criminal  Investigation;  but  de- 
tective* who  have  often  been  on  the  track  of 
a  future  criminal  for  months  before  his  first 
crime— they  know. 

Apart  from  lunatic*,  no  man  lives  a  life  of 
crime  for  crime's  sake.  They  only  take  it  up 
at  first  to  get  their  hand  m  for  the  big 
crime  that  will  make  them  "rich  for  Hie"  with 
mil  k  money,  after  which  they  want  to  retire 
A  man  may  fall  once,  but  when  he  come* 
out  of  jail  no  one  looks  at  the  motive  of  his 
otfence.  only  at  the  fact,  and  so  this  man  never 
torgives  society  for  the  Injustice  of  Its  sweep- 
ing Judgment. 

No  Way  Back 

j  IKE  the  woman  flung  out  on  the  streets. 
1  .  so  the  man  la  forced  Into  some  gang  or 
mm  «»'  professional  crooka.  Again,  there  is 
the  severity,  not  to  speak  in  some"  cases,  of 
the  vtndlctlveness  of  the  law  when  used  by 
vindictive  prosecutor.*.  This.  too.  enbltters  a 
man  not  born  a  crook,  and  he  often  want*  to 
get  hi*  own  back,  especially  when  he  knows 
something  against  the  man  who  had  been  too 
harsh  towarda  him.  and  revenge  may  lead 
from  crime  to  crime. 

Then  again  there  are  thoae  injustices  which 
the  law  cannot  get  hold  of;  confidence  tricks 
a/  between  partners;  slide  deals,  selling  dead 
stock  or  shares.  In  what  are  technically  quite 
legal  methods.  This.  too.  sends  men  mad.  and 
in  the  end  they  come  to  believe  that  there  is 
no  Justice  In  the  world,  and  that  It  Is  Just 
"catch  as  catch  can."  "every  man  for  himself" 
»nd  "the  devil  take  the  hindmost  "  What  Is 
I  ne  use  of  parsons  preaching  morality  to  crooka 
who  can  point  to  scandals  in  the  ranks  of 
churchgoers  to  which  the  clergy  close  their 
eyes? 

Every  prison  chaplain  knows  the  type  he  has 
to  deal  with.  It  kl  useless  arguing  with  such; 
tney  have  been  disillusioned  about  religion; 
yet  they  are  not  bad  at  heart.  They  would 
be  willing  to  "play  the  game"  if  others  played 
It  also.  But  life  l*  Just  like  a  game  of  "soccer" 
or  "rugger '-if  one  of  the  other  side  Is  found 
"cheating  or  faulting"  It  U  a  hopeless  task  for 
the  umpire  to  try  and  keep  order  with  a 
whistle.  Love  of  home  Indeed  Li  the  only  hope 
for  moat  criminals,  the  wife  the  only  reformer. 
But  for  the  bachelor  crook  or  the  debauche, 
there  Is  little  hope;  he  has  no  instinct  left 
to  appeal  to. 

I  apeak,  of  course,  of  crooks  who  make 
crime  a  regular  profession,  not  of  those  who 
suddenly  break  forth  into  enormities  that 
stagger  humanity.   But  If  you  go  back  far

hirst  Offenders 

THAT  la  why  the  privilege  accorded  to  first 
offenders  has  done  so  much  to  lessen  the 
criminal  class.  It  has  looked  upon  the  Initial 
offence  as  a  "slip."  not  as  the  deliberate  adop- 
tion of  a  "'career.'  and  the  distinction  la 
well  known  and  Invariably  acted  upon  by  de- 
tectives. 

The  old  policy  of  classing  all  criminals  in 
the  same  category  and  old  and  new  offenders 
in  the  same  class  gave  them  a  sort  of  '  esprit 
ur  corps"  by  which  they  pooled  their  griev- 
ances against  society  and  combined  to  share 
the  swag  In  regular  organized  gangs  Borstal 
was  devised  In  order  to  prevent  this,  at  least  In 
the  case  of  the  very  young  and  unfortunate, 
in  which  It  has  proved  a  success. 

indeed,  modern  police  methods  have  gone 
far  to  diminish  crime,  and  the  tendency  to 
treat  prisoners  as  human  beings  rather  than 
a*  wild  beasts  has  done  more  than  anything 
to  help  matters  In  this  direction  When  the 
punishment  la  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
crime,  it  ha*  the  very  opposite  effect  to  that 
intended.  Instead  of  reconciling  the  poten- 
tial criminal  to  society,  it  alienate*  him  per- 
manently. 

Poverty  and  (  rime 

AOA1N  the  ignomy  of  pauperism,  by  which 
people  would  prefer  to  "die  rather  than 
go  to  the  workhouse."  wa*  a  temptation  to 
crime.  Today,  real  poverty  in  the  old  sense 
of  "starving  to  death"  Is  almost  an  Impossi- 
bility, and  a  man  can  accept  relief. at  the 
hands  of  the  »tate  without  any  loss  of  self- 
respect.  And  so.  all  thoae  petty  crimes  which 
Dickens  describes  so  well  have  gone  for  ever. 

But  America  doe*  not  seem  to  have  learnt 
the  lesson,  with  the  result  that  her  Prohibi- 
tion campaign.  Instead  of  lessening,  has  rather 
Increased  crime,  those  who  believe  In  alcohol 
finding  they  have  a  grievance  against  the 
State,  and.  In  consequence,  rising  up  against 
law  and  order.  For  there  1*  nothing  worse 
for  a  country  than  to  pass  legislation  which 
cannot  be  enforced.  It  undermines  the  pres- 
tige or  Parliament,  and.  of  course,  the  power 
of  the  police.  If  not  their  integrity,  belief  In 
which,  by  the  public,  constitute*  nine-tenths 
of  their  effectiveness. 

Once  let  it  be  known  that  the  police  force 
1*  open  to  bribery  and  corruption  on  the  sale 
of  alcohol,  and  nothing  will  protect  it  from 
auaplclon  on  other  matters.  It  Is  precisely  be- 
cause they  are  entrusted  to  see  that  everyone 
keeps  the  law  of  the  land  lhat  the  police  get 
help  from  the  pubUc  In  their  never-ceasing 
hunt  for  crooka. 

Once  let  them  lose  that  popular  sympathy, 
and  no  one  would  give  them  evidence  or  co- 
operate in  their  efforts.    Instead,  gangs  of

Charms  Along  Proposed  Ocean  Highway 


ONE  of  the  moat  delightful  drive*  in  pros- 
pect  for  the  visitor  In  Victoria  Is  that 
leading  to  the  West  Coast  of  Van- 
couver Island,  which  It  ha*  been  proposed  to 
call  the  Ocean  Highway.  At  present  the  road 
la  aome  forty-five  to  fifty  miles  long,  but  Is 
steadily  lengthening,  day  by  day.  as  the  road 
builders  push  on.  their  objective  for  the  pres- 
ent being  Port  Renfrew. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  controversy  for  many 
vears  and  a  moat  singular  omission  on  the 
part  of  the  various  powers  that  be  that  this 
load,  part  of  which  was  the  first  to  be  made 
out  of  Victoria,  should  have  been  neglected 
and  cut  short,  as  It  were,  leaving  In  the  lurch 
thoae  settlers  who  had  realised  the  extreme 
iichneas  of  the  soil  and  who  had  taken  up 
land  on  the  natural  assumption  that  the  road 
would  continue  on  it*  course  and  be  the  con- 
necting link  between  their  farms  and  the  ob- 
vious market,  Victoria. 

This,  however,  was  not  done,  and  for  some 
reason  the  road  work  stopped  short,  with  the 
result  that  not  only  those  ambltloua  setUers, 
but  the  thousand-and-one  opportunities,  open- 
ings and  natural  resources  were  left  stranded 
high  and  dry.  and  the  only  means  of  access 
was  by  sea  and  consisted  of  one  boat  weekly. 
The  nature  of  this  wild  and  rocky  coast  Is 
well  known,  and  because  of  the  many  trage- 
dies which  have  happened.  It  has  become 
known  as  "the  graveyard  of  the  Pacific." 


and.  leaving  the  laland  Highway  on  the  light, 
passes  the  beautiful  golf  links  and  the  famous 
Hatley  Park,  home  of  the  Dunsmulrs.  through 
Luxton,  until  you  get  on  the  Sooke  Road 
proper  The  road  winds  and  curves,  up  hill 
and  down,  In  a  way  which  delights  the  Ameri- 
can and  the  Eastern  Canadian,  accustomed 
cs  they  are  to  straight  and  right-angle  roads. 
A  wealth  of  beautiful  trees  and  ahruba 
(.tretches  back  to  right  and  leftr-stately  dog- 
wood trees,  one  mass  of  bloom;  bright  glossy 
madronaa  with  their  red  bark,  flowering  cur- 
rant, elderberry,  acacia  and  numerous  others, 
with,  of  course,  the  usual  fir.  cedar,  spruce, 
hemlock  and  graceful  maple*. 

After  passing  Luxton  one  enters  the  canyon 
with  masses  of  rock  on  the  left,  clothed  In 
tock  plants  and  moss  far  up.  as  well  as  firs, 
vhlch  extend  nearly  to  the  summit.  This  road 
winds  and  turns,  up  hlU  and  down,  passing 
a  farm  every  now  and  then,  and  many  an 
interesting  anapshot  may  be  taken  until,  up 
one  fairly  stiff  hill,  one  suddenly  come*  In 
right  of  the  Seventeen- Mile  House,  a  very  Im- 
portant hoatelry  In  days  gone  by.  where  the 
traveler  from  Victoria  to  Booke  had  to  rest 
and  feed  hi*  horse*  as  well  as  have  hia  day  * 
meal  after  a  seventeen -mile  Journey.  This 
resting  house  has  been  considerably  modern- 
ized, and.  under  capable  management,  offers 
accommodation  to  the  tourist. 
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Pfoyieer  Difficulties 
ANY  of  the  West  Coast  farmer*  had  to 
come  miles  to  reaeh  the  place  of  call 
of  this  weekly  boat,  and  many  a  tale  of  weary 
waiting  Is  told  on  occasions  when  the  boat  has 
been  late,  and  would-be  traveler*  were  some- 
times at  the  mercy  of  the  element*,  waiting 
all  night,  not  daring  to  go  any  distance  for 
fear  nf  missing  the  boat,  which  In  many  cases 
rnly  stopped  when  flagged. 

There  have  been  occasions  also  where  farm- 
era  have  had  their  way  blocked  by  enormous 
tree*  having  fallen  across  the  only  road,  fol- 
ic wing  the  frequent  fierce  wind*  from  the 
Pacific  and  trees  have  had  to  be  surmounted 
In  some  *ray  or  circumnavigated  by  theae 
hardy  and  resourceful  pioneers,  with  precious 
lime  wasted  and  a  right  against  time,  only 
to  arrive  at  the  landing  place  to  find  the 
boat  has  already  paated. 

However.  It  la  hoped  now  that  all  this  will 
t»oon  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  that  a  direct 
road  will  communicate  with  Victoria  and 
eventually  be  continued  to  Albernl.  making  a

,N  again,  the  road  becoming  more  open 
all  the  time  and  farm*  more  frequent, 
until  a  glimpse  of  the  Sooke  Inner  Harbor  la 
revealed  in  all  it*  beauty.  This  is  a  most  un- 
usual and  charming  body  of  almost  land- 
locked water  extending  more  than  three  miles 
from  Ita  opening,  with  a  breadth  of  nearly 
two  miles.  To  an  Englishman  from  the  Lake 
District  It  ha*  a  *trong  resemblance  to  Lake 
Windermere,  with  Its  hills  and  mountains  all 
around.  It  is.  a*  It  were,  a  piece  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean  brought  under  control  by  nature. 

From  now  on  the  house*  become  frequent, 
and  one  finds  oneself  In  a  dellghtrul  settle- 
ment with  house*  down  to  the  water  *  edge  on 
one  side  and  amall  farm*  with  the  hills  and 
Mount  Bhepherd  for  a  background  on  the 
other.  A  modern  and  delightful  holiday  camp 
haa  this  year  been  established  there 

The  settlement  one  finds,  is  only  nine  year* 
eld  and  was  subdivided  from  what  was  a 
UWagl  farm  in  years  gone  bs  The  very 
quaint  and  appropriate  name  of  Saaeenos  wa* 
given  to  it  which,  being  translated  from  the 
Indian,  means:  "The  land  where  the  sun 
first  ahone." 

Continuing  on  the  road,  one  peases  substan- 
tia! and  co*y-looeing  home*  laid  out  in  artiaUc 
rardens.  Cottage,  have  been  specially  built 
for  rent  during  the  Summew  a— inn.  and  If 


be  found  some  delightful  and'  comfortable 
"modem"  log  houses. 

Just  after  the  pcaslng  of  Saseenos  station, 
v  hlch  Is  on  the  Canadian  National  Railway, 
n  large  sign  Informs  one  where  to  get  light 
lunches  or  afternoon  teas.  The  Beach  Tea- 
rooms sound  Intriguing,  and  the  shady  drive 
through  the  treea  Invites  one  s  inspection.  The 
drive  eventually  opens  out  to  an  attractive 
country  cottage  set  amidst  an  old-faahloned 
flower  garden,  through  which  the  path  con- 
tinues right  down  to  the  beach,  where  the 
tearooms  are  situated  One  can  sit  here  on  a 
hot  day  with  the  waves  lapping  right  up  to 
the  tearoom  and  feel  cool,  with  a  glorious  view 
of  the  snow-capped  Olympics  In  the  distance. 
Safe  bathing  and  boating  can  also  be  Indulged 
In 

Further  down  the  road  one  finds  a  little 
general  store,  lately  opened  for  the  conve- 
nience of  the  ever-Increasing  number  of  Sum- 
mer visitors,  and  there  one  may  buy  tee  cream 
and  the  thousand-and-one  necessities  In  the 
fruit  and  provision  line  the  campers  need.

A FEW  hundred  yards  further  on  Is  the 
road  leading  to  the  lately -established 
Sunshine  Camp,  where  mothers  and  children, 
unable  to  provide  otherwise,  are  invited  to 
spend  a  much-needed  rest  and  holiday.

In  all  probability 
one  of  these  Is  already  In  the  hotel  selected. 
He  may  be  acting  as  a  porter— on  forged  ref- 
erences; he  may  be 'posing  as  a  vlaltor.  What- 
ever of  this,  his  business  Is  to  secure  infor- 
mation. It  Is  essential  to  success  that  this 
Information  shall  be  given  as  early  as  pos- 
sible. If  he  1*  a  visitor,  he  Is  already  on  ex- 
cellent terms  with  the  siafr.  The  hall  porter 
haa  been  cleverly  pumped.  He  does  not  know 
that,  he  has  given  away  valuable  Information.

Hydrogen  as  a  Fuel 

DISCOVERY  of  a  new  combustion  process 
makes  It  possible  for  the  first  time  to 
manufacture  fuel  at  the  place  and  time  of 
consumption.  The  new  method  uses  hydrogen 
to  produce  heat  at  a  saving  of  50  to  80  per  cent 
in  the  coat  of  fuel. 

Any  existing  steam  boiler  or  furnace  where 
coal  or  oil  Is  now  used  will  produce  and 
consume  hydrogen  fuel,  according  to  Mr. 
Thomas  J  J  Wasley.  inventor  of  the  process. 
He  points  out  that  the  use  of  hydrogen  for 
combustion  purposes  haa  been  rendered  com- 
mercially prohibitive  heretofore  by  the  large 
and  expensive  plants  required  and  by  the 
necessity  of  storing  and  handling  the  fuel 
after  production.  These  difficulties  are  elim- 
inated by  the  newly-patented  process,  which 
utilizes  existing  heat  and  power  equipment. 
Hydrogen  is  consumed  under  this  system  by 
t.S-e  same  apparatus  which  produces  It. 

The  combustion  method  now  announced 
produces  hydrogen  in  gaseous  form  from  super- 
heated steam.  Coal  or  oil  is  used  only  to 
create  steam  and  once  started  the  system  la 
continuous  snd  entirely  automatic.  When  the 
steam  ha*  become  super-heated  It  1*  injected 
at  or  near  the  point  of  combustion.  The 
amount  or  ordinary  fuel  consumed  la  one- 
half  or  one-quarter  of  what  would  otherwl/e  be 
i  equlred. 

Apparatus  consists  of  a  series  of  specially- 
constructed  chamber*  In  which  steam  is  flr*t 
»uper-heated  and  then  broken  up  Into  hydro- 
gen and  oxygen  The  equipment  is  operated 
by  an  automatic  feed  and  contains  no  moving 
parts  According  to  the  inventor,  it  may  be 
installed  In  any  existing  furnace  or  boiler  at 
comparatively  low  cost,  the  construction  being 
mechanically  simple 

Discussing  the  comparative  value  of  fuels. 
Mr  Waaley,  who  I*  a  mechanical  and  power 
engineer,  aay*:  "The  efficiency  of  coal  and 
oU  aa  heat  producers  la  relatively  low  In  con- 
trast with  hydrogen. 

"For  many  years  coal  has  been  the  most 
popular  fuel.  More  recently  00,  which  haa  a 
heat  value  from  70  to  40  per  cent  higher  than 
coal,  has  come  Into  extensive  use  The  heat 
value  of  hydrogen,  however,  la  four  times  that 
cf  coal  and  three  times  that  of  oIL"

THE  bigger  hotels,  however,  guard  against 
such  possibilities  Disliking  scandal  and 
its  consequent  loss  of  business,  they  employ 
"house  detectives"  In  all  the  large  hotel* 
t  here  is  usually  an  ex -Scotland  Yard  man  a 
man  with  expert  knowledge  of  criminals;  one 
who  knows  them  by  sight  and  is  able  to  Judge 
faces  and  Interpret  circumstance*.  Many  of 
tnese  men  are  intimately  concerned  with  the 
staff.  It  will  be  recognized  that  the  seaside, 
essentially  seasonal,  hotels,  employ  waiters, 
porters,  maids  and  other  assistants  that  are 
unknown  to  them.  It  la  the  business  of  the 
house  detective  to  Inquire  Into  the  antece- 
dent* of  each  of  them.  and.  if  it  could  be  told, 
the  ramification*  of  the  *y«tem  of  Inquiry  Into 
strvanta  employed  by  the  great  hotels  would 
be  astonishing  because  of  their  extent  and 
their  detail. 

Who  knows  but  what  the  pretty  chamber- 
maid may  not  be  making  investigations  Into

Hotel  Quests  Arc  Easy  Prey 

i  /ANY  hotel  visitors  ask  for  trouble-end 
1V1  particularly  visitors  to  sesalde  hotels 
They  lesve  home  carrying  with  them  a  wallet 
full  of  money  sufficient  to  "last  them  for  the 
length  of  their  stay.  Their  wlvea  take  with 
them  their  Jewelry  with  a  view  to  tmpresalng 
other  residents.  Is  It  to  be  wondered  at  that 
the  hotel  thief  realises  what  is  ready  at  hand 
and  makea  plans  to  get  lit 

Crooks  of  the  hotel -robber  coterie  have 
often  told  me  of  their  Intentions.  One  takes 
the  Information  with  a  pinch  of  aalt,  but  It 
is  astonishing  how  word  gets  about  in  the 
underworld  of  what  la  to  be  done.  But  al- 
waya  the  aame  old  method*  are  used.  The 
specialist  works  as  a  specialist,  and  he  wel- 
comes the  coming  of  holiday  times,  not  only 
for  the  added  loot  It  will  Inevitably  bring 
him,  but  also  for  the  comparative  safety  of 
the  Job.  In  London  he  is  known,  and  the 
police  are  alive  to  the  probable  perpetrator 
of  any  crime.  At  the  seaside  he  1*  one  of  a 
great  crowd  of  visitors.  Indistinguishable  from 
a  hundred  others,  nnnotlced  and  unsuspected 
And  his  chances  of  getting  away  are  ten  to 
one. 

Crooks  of  this  particular  "graft"  are  await- 
ing the  real  holiday  period  with  seat.  It  is 
a  tune  of  easy  money  for  them,  snd  they  will 
not  be  defeated  until  the  holiday  maker.  In- 
stead of  carrying  his  wealth  on  hi*  person, 
transfers  It  to  the  local  branch  of  his  bank 
and  draws  only  what  la  necessary,  until  wives 
use  the  hotel  safe  for  the  Jewela.  and  until  both 
keep  a  more  careful  watch  over  their  tongue* 
Last  year  much  Information  was  given  by  this 
year's  victims.  There  is  an  organisation  at 
work.  Filing  systems  and  information  bureaus 
are  not  unknown  in  the  underworld,  and  when 
Mrs.  Smith  Is  robbed,  it  would  shock  her  In- 
deed did  she  know  that  she  herself  had  first  of 
all  put  the  criminals  on  her  track  by  Inju- 
dicious bragging  to  a  chance  acquaintance  In 
her  hotel  or  on  the  sands. 

Crooks  are  no  longer  of  the  Bill  Sake*  type 
They  are  pseudo  gentlemen,  pseudo  well-bred 
ladies  They  are  going  to  collect  spoils  this 
holiday  time.  It  remains  with  the  reader 
whether  or  not  part  of  their  spoils  belongs  to 
him  or  her.-(Copyright.

Shrines  of  Britain's  Glory

Leeds 

THE  city  of  Leeds,  which  Is  situated  in 
the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  Ls  not 
only  the  centre  of  the  English  cloth 
trade,  but  it  Is  also  the  greatest  cloth  market 
In  the  world. 

Very  little  is  known  or  Its  history  prior  to 
the  Norman  Conquest,  but  it  Is  believed  that  a 
military  station  stood  on  the  site  m  me 
days  of  the  Romans,  and  the  Venerable  Bebe 
In  his  -  Ecclesiastical  History  of  England," 
which  was  written  in  the  early  part  of  the 
eighth  century,  tells  us  that  the  Saxon  town 
on  the  spot,  which  was  known  as  Loldis  or 
Ledes.  waa  the  place  of  residence  of  the  king* 
of  Northumbria.  arid  that  It  was  the  scene  of 
a  battle  in  665  between  the  Northumbrians  and 
the  Mercian*. 

Soon  after  the  Norman  Conqueat  In  1006 
Lee  da  became  the  property  of  Ilbert  de  Lacy, 
a  powerful  Norman  noble,  who  united  It  to  hia 
barony  of  Pontefract,  but  a  few  years  later 
the  manor  of  Leeds  waa  granted  to  the  Paganel 
family,  which  held  It  for  aome  conalderable 
time.  It  waa  the  Paganel*  who  built  Leed* 
Castle,  which  was  bealeged  by  King  Stephen 
during  hi*  march  to  Scotland  In  113*.  and  In 
which  the  Ill-fated  Richard  II  wa*  Imprisoned 
before  being  taken  to  Ponterract  Caatle.  where 
he  wa*  murdered. 

During  the  Oreat  Civil  War  In  the  reign  of 
Charles  I  the  people  of  Leed*  sided  with  Par- 
llament.  and  the  city,  which  was  besieged  on 
several  occasions,  changed  masters  many 
tlmea  While  Charles  I  waa  on  hia  Journey  to 
London  aa  a  prisoner  In  1#47  he  stayed  at  the 
Red  Hall  In  Leeds,  and  while  there  a  sym- 
pathetic maidservant  offered  to  help  him  to 
escape,  but  he  refused  the  offer  and  gave  the 
girl  hi*  Oarter  badge  as  a  preaen'.  After  the 
restoration  of  the  monarchy  she  handed  i,he 
badge  to  Charles  II.  who  made  her  husband 
the  chief  bailiff  of  Yorkshire

Cloth  Making  Introduced 

♦HE  cloth-making  Industry  wa*  first  in- 
iced  Into  Leed*  about  1330  by  soma 
Flemish  workmen  who  had  been  brought  over 
to  England  by  Queen  Philippe  aoon  after  she 
became  the  wife  of  Edward  III  and  then  com- 
menced the  era  of  prosperity  which  the  city 
ha*  enjoyed  ever  since,  although  it  experi- 
enced one  bad  aet-berk  In  1885.  when  15.000 
persons,  one-fifth  of  It*  population,  were  vic- 
tims of  the  plague,  and  the  cloth  market* 
were  temporarily  removed  to  the  town  of 
Wood  home 

aVgSSs  possesses  very  few  ancient  building* 
of  historic  interest  with  the  notable  exception 
of  the  Red  Hall  the  mansion  In  which  Charles 


I  lodged,  for  most  of  Its  old  Institutions.  In- 
cluding Ita  Orammar  School,  which  was 
founded  In  1551,  are  housed  in  modern  build- 
ings. 

The  hUtory  of  8t.  Peter's  Church  can  be 
traced  back  to  Saxon  days,  but  it  was  entirely 
rebuilt  in  183»  by  the  effort*  of  Walter  Far- 
quhar  Hook,  whose  wonderful  religious  and 
educational  work  aa  rector  earned  for  him 
the  title  of  the  apostle  of  th*  West  Riding 
He  subsequently  became  Dean  of  Chichester, 
but  when  he  died  his  body  waa  taken  to  Leeds 
and  laid  to  rest  In  the  church  which  had  been 
the  scene  of  his  devoted  Isbors  for  twenty- 
three  years. 

Dr  Priestley,  the  famous  chemist,  wa*  min- 
uter of  the  Mill  Hill  Chapel  for  five  years,  and 
it  was  during  that  period  that  he  was  offered 
and  refused  the  post  of  astronomer  on  the 
second  of  Captain  James  Cook's  three  mem- 
orable voyage*  While  at  Leeds  Priestley  made 
many  of  his  notable  researches  into  the  dif- 
ferent kind*  of  air,  and  wa*  able  to  secure  a 
plentiful  supply  of  "fixed"  air  from  the  brew- 
ery which  adjoined  his  residence. 

Has  Mumerous  Historic  Spots 

*-T"*HERE  are  numerous  spot*  of  great  historic 
1  Interest  In  the  vicinity  of  Leeds,  including 
Temple  Newson,  the  original  of  the  Temple  - 
stowe  which  figures  in  Sir  Waller  Scott's 
"Ivanhoe  "  In  Norman  time*  it  wa*  a  famous 
preceptory  of  the  Knight*  Templar,  and  was 
later  the  birthplace  of  Lord  Damley.  the  sec- 
ond husband  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scot*  and  the 
father  of  King  Jamet  I  John  Bmeaton.  the 
builder  of  the  third  Eddy  si  one  Lighthouse,  la 
burled  In  Whltklrk  Church,  which  la  close  to 
Ansthorpe  Lodge,  wherw  the  great  engineer 
wa*  born  and  paaaed  away,  while  Oulton  waa 
the  birthplace  of  Dr  Richard  Bentley.  the 
great  scholar  of  the  el* h teen t 
many  controversies  Inspired 
to  write  "The  Battle  of  the  Book*  " 

In  the  neighborhood  are  the  ruins  of  Kirk 
stall  Abbey,  a  Cistercian  monastery  founded 
by  Henry  de  Lacy  In  1151.  and  nearby  la  the 
little  town  of  Saltaire.  which  derive*  Ita  name 
from  the  fact  that  It  stands  on  the  banks  of 
the  River  Aire  and  waa  the  site  selected  for 
the  building  of  a  model  factory  in  1*53  by  Sir 
Titus  Salt,  the  first  manufacturer  of  alpaca 
cloth  —"Copy  lighted )

As  years  went  on.  some  of  them  left 
home  One.  through  his  own  fault,  lost  his 
farm  and  cam*  to  live  In  the  town  of  Darling  - 
ton  His  wife  was  a  fine  wrmian  She  helped 
to  earn  a  living  for  the  family,  and  saw  to  It 
that  her  sons  were  sent  to  school.  Oeorge 
Dent,  the  father  of  the  future  publisher,  was 
one  of  these 

When  Joseph  was  born  his  father  was  a 
painter.  The  child  was  the  tenth  baby  and 
twi  sons  came  aft*:  rii*  mother  of  this  big 
family  was  greatly  beloved.  8he  lived  for  hus- 
band and  children,  and  her  son  said  "All  the 
good  that  there  was,  or  L*..  in  any  of  us  we  owe 
to  her  pure  heart  and  gentle  ministrations  ' 
Perhaps  because  he  was  lame  from  babyhood 
this  boy  especially  felt  his  mother's  tender  -

When  hU  little  aon  was  four  years  old. 
Oeorge  Dent  moved  to  a  better  part  of  the 
town.  He  loved  music,  and  added  a  music 
shop  to  his  painting  business.  He  began  to 
teach  music  and  graually  gave  up  his  trade 

The  disused  palntahop.  with  its  cans  and 
brushes.  Its  ropes  and  ladders,  formed  a 
famous  playhouse  for  the  small  boys  The 
three,  of  whom  Joe  was  the  oldest,  slept  In  a 
room  over  a  little  cottage  where  a  gardener 
and  hto  bad-tempered  Scotch  wife  lived. 
After  the  little  boys  had  been  carefully  tucked 
in  bed  by  their  mother,  they  often  got  up  to 
tease  these  neighbors.  They  tapped  on  their 
windows  and  did  other  things  to  vex  them. 
They  were  scolded  by  the  angry  woman,  but 
this  only  made  them  worse,  which  shows  that 
boys  have  changed  little  since  the  time  of 
your  greatgrandfathers. 

A  (Junker  Town

In  the  Great  City 

AFTER  a  long  hot  day  s  Journey  of  240  miles, 
during  which  the  train  stopped  at  every 
station,  the  young  workman  reached  the  Lon- 
don station.  His  brother  was  not  there  He  gave 
the  cabman  eighteen  pence,  all  the  money  he 
had.  to  drive  him  to  the  street  where  his 
brother  lived  He  had  forgotten  the  number 
of  the  house,  and  had  to  ask  a  stranger  to 
take  in  his  box  while  he  searched.  However, 
the  brother  soon  appeared,  to  his  grest  relief 
With  his  help  a  place  wns  soon  found.  The 
wages  about  three  dollars  a  week,  would  not 
pay  for  his  lodging,  but  the  good  brother  made 
up  the  difference.  This  apprentice  worked 
from  eight  o'clock  In  the  morning  until  eight 
at  night,  with  an  hour  for  dinner  and  half  an 
hour  for  tea.  He  did  not  mind  the  long  work- 
ing hours,  but  the  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
walk  the  lame,  lonely  youth  had  to  lake 
through  London  streets  was  an  agony  never 
forgotten. 

Success  at  Last 

rjOWEVER.  there  never  seems  to  have 
11  been  a  thought  of  turning  back  or 
changing  his  occupation.  By  the  help  of  one 
of  the  bravest  and  most  capable  of  wives  and 
of  generous  friends,  through  great  trials  and 
after  many  failures.  J  M  Dent  worked  on  till 
he  became  one  of  the  world's  great  publishers, 
presiding  at  Letchworth  over  a  many-roofed 
city  of  books,  humming  and  clacking  with  Its 
machines  and  its  busy  regiment  of  workers. 

A  wise  and  loving  father.  Mr  Dent  was  very 
lvappy  among  his  children,  spending  much  of 
his  scanty  leisure  In  planning  entertainments 
for  them  and  their  young  friends.  Two  of  his 
sons  died  in  the  war. 

His  workers  often  remained  wilh  Mr.  Dent 
many  years,  and  one  who  never  left  him  has 
said  this: 

•  What  Impressed  his  workmen  most  was  his 
driving  power,  his  determined  will.  He  had 
the  ruling  impulse,  the  sense  of  purpose, 
which.  In  spite  of  all  hindrances,  must  be  at- 
tained. ...  He  worked  early  and  late, 
gave  up  common  pleasures  and  refused  every- 
thing that  interfered  with  his  work.  Religious, 
too.  he  believed  in  his  Journeymen  doing  as  he 
did.  attending  chapel,  giving  up  drink,  and 
not  sparing  the  sweat  of  their  brows  or  the 
labor  of  their  hands 

The  quotation  is  taken  from  "Memoirs  of 
J,  M.  Dent,  written  by  Mr  Dent  himself ,  with 
some  sddlUona  by  his  son.  Tlie  book  Is  very 
interesting  and  gives  a  pleasant  picture  of  the 
good  man.  whose  work  lives  after  him.  It  is 
one  of  the  new  books  In  the  City  Library.

GEESE  are  a  egg]  pnOUtH  branch  of

I  he  time  of  selling  if  sold  at  tlie  wrong  time  the 
profits  may  be  so  small  as  almost  to  amount 
to  a  loas.  whereas.  If  deposed  of  at  the  right 
time— well,  the  statement  In  our  first  sentence 
holds  good  more  than  ever 

What  are  the  right  timea?  That  Is  for  you 
to  decide  now.  You  must  make  up  your  mind 
how  many  of  the  birds  you  want  to  keep  for 
next  year  for  your  own  purpose,  choosing  those 
earliest  hatched,  well  grown,  tightly  feathered 
and  which  have  lost  all  sign  of  their  grower** 
down 

If  you  have  no  large  grass  spaces  on  which 
i.)  feed  the  geese  of  a  good  size  almost  wholly 
till  either  Michaelmas  or  Christmas  comes 
lound.  you  would  do  far  better  to  sell  them 
out  at  once.  The  most  profitable  age  to  sell 
Is  a  month  old.  when  they  make  $1 50  each, 
or  seven  weeks,  when  $2.25  la  readied.  But  to 
feed  goslings  on  a  lot  of  mash  or  corn  till 
Christmas  will  llnd  the  balance  on  the  wrong 
side  Well-grown  1930- hatched  goslings  next 
Christmas  will  not  make  much  more  than  $4  50 
each.  They  are  not  a  luxury  like  turkeys, 
which  make  sometimes  double  the  price  of

Purify  Your  Poultry  Rltftl 

ANY  a  aucceasful  poultrykeeper  keeps  his 
birds  on  no  more  than  an  earth  run, 
but.  conversely,  many  an  unsuccessful  poultry  - 
keeper  has  lost  any  amount  of  money  by  the 
same  means 

Why?  Well,  for  the  main  part,  simply  be- 
cause he  haa  not  maintained  his  runs  in  a 
perfectly  pure  and  wholesome  condition.  He 
runs  his  birds  on  them  month  In  and  month 
out  right  through  the  year  without  so  much 
Xi  scratching  up  the  surface  with  a  rake.  The 
consequence  Is  that  the  ground— If  such  It  can 
be  called— In  a  very  short  while  becomes  noth- 
ing but  a  cesspit  of  filthy  manure  and  a  happy 
hunting  ground  and  breeding  place  for  the 
germs  of  all  the  diseases  to  which  the  mem- 
bers of  the  poultry  world  are  heir. 

The  correct  procedure,  of  course,  Is  for  the 
earth  run  to  be  thoroughly  dug  over  and 
Hmed  at  stated  Intervals, ,  but  as  an  Improve- 
ment even  on  that,  we  suggest  the  growing  of 
what  Is  known  In  the  wider  realms  of  agricul- 
ture as  a  "fodder  crop."  Mustard  la  the  thing 
art  have  In  mind,  and  very  few  poultrykeepers 
realize  the  value  of  this  crop  In  this  respect. 
Of  course,  we  do  not  mean  the  mustard  of 
mustard  and  cress  fame— that  would  be  far 
too  expensive— but  Its  much  cheaper  relative, 
the  white  mustard  of  commerce,  which  can 
be  obtained  from  any  supplier  of  agricultural 
reeds.  The  seed  should  be  sown  broadcast  at 
the  rate  of  five  ounces  per  rood.  Thus  for  a 
poultry  run  measuring  rifteen  by  eighteen  feet, 
two  ounces  would  be  required. 
•  Dig  the  surface  of  the  run  up  very  shallowly, 
but  sufficiently  to  make  a  fairly  fine  surface. 
Keep  the  fowls  off  for  a  while,  making  things 
specially  comfortable  for  the  time  being  in  the 
house  or  fixing  up  a  run  In  a  different  quarter. 
Mustard  may  be  sown  best  In  June  and  July, 
but  it  may  be  sown  at  any  time  when  It  Is 
« e quired  to  sweeten  a  run.  so  long  as  there  Is 
1  no  frost  about.  It  Is  a  crop  which  Is  amaz- 
ingly quick  to  grow,  so  much  so  that  In  eight 
reeks  It  will  be  ready  for  feeding.  Then  comes 
the  Ume  to  decide  how  we  are  to  treat  It.  Here 
Is  our  advice  on  that  point.  When  It  Is  six 
Inches  high  we  can  turn  the  fowls  In  and  let 
them  feed  off  It.  cr  we  can  wait  till  It  la  al- 
most ready  to  flower  when  it  may  be  cut  and 
led  In  the  house  just  as  it  Is  as  a  green  food 
for  the  poultry. 

Belonging  as  It  does  to  the  brasslca  family, 
mustard  is  Ideal  for  making  the  most  use  of 
fowl  runs  and  will  grow  rapidly  When  the 
crop  has  been  eaten  up  It  may  be  followed 
with  rape  (or  coleseed >.  which  will  carry  on 
weU  Into  the  Autumn  or  early  Winter 

Young  Minis  (,etting  Heavy 
t~"vO  not  get  worried  If  you  find  that  your 
JLx  pullets  are  getting  fatter  and  heavier 
than  they  were  a  few  months  ago.  In  fact. 
It  la  just  what  should  happen  to  those  birds 
which  have  been  laying  since  the  Autumn 
There  Is  absolutely  no  chance  or  a  pullet  In 
lay  getting  too  gross.  It  is  not  possible  In 
the  case  of  a  heavy  producer.  That  they  do 
lay  on  fat  at  this  time  of  the  year  Is  true 
enough.  If  they  did  not  then  one  could  begin 
fo  sit  up  and  take  notice.  We  would  not  give 
a  "nickel"  for  a  pullet  that  was  not  heavier 
At  the  end  of  her  first  season's  laying  than 
when  she  first  started  info  production. 

A  bird  that  weighs  less  or  Just  the  same  never 
makes  a  satisfactory  second  season  layer  nor 
yet  a  breeder.  We  are  so  convinced  of  the 
truth  of  this  belief  that  we  would  like  to  see 
the  Laying  Trial  people  take  up  the  ques- 
tion. If  we  had  any  say  in  the  matter,  we 
would  not  give  a  prize,  a  certificate  or  any 
other  award  to  birds  In  a  laying  test  unless 
xhey  were  heavier  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
trial  than  when  first  received  by  the  manager. 

When  a  pullet  starts  laying  In  the  Autumn, 
she  la  not  or  rull  weight.  We  would  never  think 
of  breeding  from  an  undersized  hen;  therefore, 
unless  weight  Is  added  during  the  laying  period, 
such  a  bird  Is  useless  for  the  purpose  The 
only  time  when  there  Is  the  slightest  danger 
o(  a  bird  getting  too  fat  l*  after  she  has 
moulted  and  before  she  starts  laying  again. 
Then  there  Is  cause  to  worry.  But  Judicious 
feeding  will  always  counteract  sny  tendency  In 
Ula 


Moulting 

W/I  like  to  see  pullets  moult  In  fairly 
W  Ume.  The  weather,  we  hope,  la  all  in 
their  favor  They  pass  through  the  process 
Igflfgfggaj  »nd  Quickly.  They  come  into  lay 
•gam  when  eggs  are  selling  at  a  high  figure 
rhare  is  no  question,  however,  but  that  many 
>f  the  beat  and  moat  consistent  layer*  moult 
ate  in  the  season.  Provided  these  birds  put 
rp  a  flrst-el***  Winter  record,  starting  into 


production  early  In  the  Autumn,  they  should 
g*  permitted  to  moult  wher    UMj   :hmk  fit 

It  Is  usually  an  error  to  Induce  any  birds 
f»  moult.  It  Is  a  fatal  error  to  make  the  heavy, 
consistent  layer  cast  her  feathers  before  she 
is  ready.  The  late  moulters  do  not  start  laying 
until  the  price  of  eggs  Is  well  on  the  down 
grade.  But  the  last  dozen  or  two  eggs  they 
luld  fetched  a  good  price,  since  they  came 
when  the  market  was  rising,  but  these  late 
moulters  are  Just  the  very  birds  you  want  for 
breeding  purposes.  They  can  be  given  a  rest 
after  the  moulting  process  Is  completed, 
mated  up  before  the  turn  of  the  year,  and 
their  eggs  used  for  hatching. 

They  are  packed  full  of  vitality.  The  fact 
that  they  laid  so  consistently  and  so  late  In 
the  season  shows  their  stamina  is  excellent, 
vhile  If  they  come  through  the  moult  well 
It  Indicates  that  there  Is  nothing  amiss  with 
their  constitutions. 

Critical  Time  for  Ducks 

-pNUCKLIN08  pass  through  a  critical  period 
\~)  in  exactly  the  ssme  way  as  other  classea 
of  young  birds.  The  difference,  however,  be- 
tween lh»  ducks  r-rWl  and  other  birds  is 
that  It  Is  not  a  question  of  susceptibility  to 
disease.  In  the  case  of  the  duckling  It  Is  a 
matter  of  nerves.  It  Is  a  strange  thing,  but 
nevertheless  true,  that  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  six  weeks  and  three  months  the  birds 
are  In  a  grave  state  of  excitement.  During 
this  period  the  attendant  should  be  extreme- 
ly careful  In  his  movements.  At  feeding  Ume 
he  should  walk  slowly  and  on  no  account 
should  be  try  to  pick  up  any  of  the  birds 

It  Is  for  this  reason  that  most  successful 
djck  rearers  do  not  attempt  to  separate  the 
sexes  until  after  the  birds  get  their  second  lot 
of  feathers.  That  Is  when  they  are  about  four- 
teen weeks  old.  At  this  time  Uie  curls  show  In 
the  drakes'  tails  and  the  work  can  be  carried 
out  simply  and  easily.  For  the  same  reason  It 
is  a  mistake  either  to  buy  or  sell  ducklings 
before  they  are  three  months  old  or  after  they 
are  a  month  old. 

Pests  of  Poultry  Yanl 

TT  Is  always  advisable  to  keep  a  sharp  look- 
X  out  for  the  pests  of  the  poultry  yard.  and. 
In  the  Summer  months  especially,  one  of  the 
worst  to  be  feared  Is  lice.  They  seem  to  have 
a  particular  fondness  for  young  birds,  and 
if,  for  some  unaccountable  reason,  your  young 
birds  are  dying  off.  look*  carefully  under  the 
wings  and  among  the  feathers  round  the  vent, 
for  these  are  the  most  likely  places  to  dis- 
cover them.  The  presence  of  lice  on  hens  Is 
a  very  serious  matter  indeed,  for  once  they 
become  lodged  at  the  roots  of  the  fowls'  feath- 
ers, they  sap  the  strength  out  of  the  birds  in 
a  very  short  time— that  strength  which  la  Just 
now  required  for  the  promoUon  of  growth  and 
(he  maintenance  of  the  growing  slock.  Insect 
powder  should  be  freely  used  whenever  lice 
sre  suspected,  and  the  use  continued  regu- 
Urly-aay  once  a  week-durlng  the  Summer 
months. 

Answer  to  "Tim"— In  order  to  encourage 
birds  to  produce  eggs  with  good-colored  yolks, 
ilenty  of  green  food  should  always  be  avail- 
able. An  ounce  per  bird  per  day  will  go  a 
long  way  to  overcoming  the  pale-yolk  trouble. 
Perhaps  one  cause  of  pal*  yolks  at  this  season 
la  that  so  many  people  cease  to  give  kibbled 
maize  as  part  of  the  grain  ration.  Continue 
to  use  kibbled  yellow  maize  in  conjunction 
with  the  green  food  and  there  should  be  no 
further  cause  for  complaint.

Hum  Those  Windfall 
Fruits 


EXPERIENCE  teaches  one  that  half  or  more 
Hi  than  half  the  so-called  "windfall"  apples 
are  maggoty  and  have  been  brought  down,  not 
because  of  high  winds,  but  because  of  the 
working  of  pests  like  the  codlln  moth  and 
apple  saw  fly. 

For  that  reason  we  urge  readers  all  to  make 
a  dally  collection  of  windfalls  -  whether 
trouble  Is  anticipated  or  not— and  a  good  Are 
for  (he  suspects.  If  this  were  done  in  every 
garden  every  year,  we  'most  certainly  should 
have  fewer  cases  of  "maggoty"  or  "worm- 
eaten"  apple  plagues  to  cope  With  than  we 
have  at  present.

Flowering  Shrubs  for 
Summer  Bloom 


'HAT  a  panorama  of  color  may  be  en- 
Joyed  when  a  good  selection  of  flower- 
ing shrubs  is  chosen  with  a  view  to  extending 
the  season  of  bloom  from  late  Winter  and 
early  Spring  until  the  Summer  months.  The 
following  suggestions  are  given  for  English 
gardens,  although  they  may  apply  at  least  In 
part  to  conditions  elsewhere. 

There  Is  the  California  lilac  or  New  Jersey 
tea  plant  <ceanothus),  for  instance,  a  proup  of 
flowering  shrubs  in  varying  tones  of  pink, 
mauve  and  a  particularly  lovely  shade  of  pow- 
der blue,  which,  given  a  sheltered  position, 
flower  profusely  In  the  Summer.  Ceanothus 
hybrtdux  gloire  de  plantleres.  dwarf  and  deep 
blue,  and  gloire  de  Versailles,  with  large  deep 
lavender  spikes  and  the  charming  early 
flowering  pink  hybrldus  Marie  Simon  arc  a 
delightful  tno. 

The  golden  many-siamened  flowers  of  the 
shrubby  species  of  St.  Johns  wort  (hyperl- 
cumi  such  as  h.  hirclnum  (goat-scented  8L 
Johns  wort)  and  h.  patulum  henryl— which 
produces  lovely  yellow  flowers  on  long  stems, 
give  a  bright  splash  of  color  to  the  Summer 
garden  m  England. 

The  striking  purple  racemes  of  Buddlela  lind- 
leyana.  and  the  varying  shades  and  habit  of 
the  Summer- flowering  splrea— s.  bella.  rosy 
pink,  the  tall-growing  white  s.  discolor  and  a. 
douglasl.  rose,  to  menUon  only  a  few  of  the 
many  varieties  grown,  are  also  Invaluable  for 
Summer  flowering. 


To  Augment  Autumn's 
Beet  Supply 

A FULL  sowing  of  globe  beet  should  al- 
ways be  made  in  the  early  part  of  July 
in  order  to  provide  good  supplies  In  Autumn. 
Not  merely  do  these  small  roots  save  the  larg? 
rnes.  which  msy  then  be  stored,  but  the  small 
ones  may  themselves  be  stored,  if  plentiful 
enough.  They  will  keep  until  Spring.  A  reader 
had  his  last  year's  globe  beet  in  May  of  this 
year. 

Rake  in  a  dressing  of  artificial  manure— say 
two  ounces  per  square  yard— or  even  fork  in  a 
little  rotted  farm  manure  If  you  have  plenty. 
This  type  of  beet  succeeds  with  manure  where 
the  deep-rooting  sort  falls.  Soak  your  seed 
overnight  In  order  to  speed  up  germination. 
Allow  It  to  dry  a  little  in  the  morning  to 
facilitate  sowing,  then  sow  in  the  usual  way. 
Veltch's  intermediate  beet  la  a  fine  variety 
which  succeeds  well  from  present  sowings,  but 
any  good  globe  beet  will  da 


Elm  Blight  Has  Been 

Kept  Out  of  Canada 

THE  importance  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Plant  InepecUon  Service  of  the  Dominica 
Department  of  Agriculture  Is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  although  European  elm  blight  has 
been  rampant  on  the  continent  of  Europe  for 
some  ten  years  now.  it  has  not  yet  made  it* 
appearance  In  Canada.  Elm  blight  was  first 
observed  In  Holland  In  1D10.  and  has  since 
been  found  In  Belgium.  France.  Germany,  Ncr- 
way  and  England. 

The  external  symptoms  of  the  Injury  are 
the  withering  and  discoloration  of  foliage  at 
the  crown  or  ends  of  branches,  following  which 
the  leaves  die  or  drop  off  The  disease  grad- 
ually extends  until  the  whole  tree  1*  Involved 
and  eventually  killed.  In  small  trees  the  dis- 
ease kill*  In  a  few  week*,  while  in  larger  tree* 
it  may  take  several  years.  All  elm  acock  im- 
ported into  Canada  Is  subjected  to  a  careful 
examlnaUon.  and  It  is  believed  that  the  blight 
has  not  entered  Canada  yet. 


1  Rhubarb  Reminder 


YOU  ought  to  have  lots  of  rhubarb  now. 
The  Spring  rush  on  this  vegetable  ha* 
died  down  somewhat,  and  the  growth  Is  strong 
So  that  you  may  quite  well  bottle  up  a  little 
at  least  against  Winter  needs,  select  fresh  and 
medium -staed  stalk*  for  the  purpose,  cut  to 
alaa  and  bottle  in  the  *« m»  way  as  you 
the  other  fruits  from  your  orchard. 


Did  You  Forget  to  Sou 
Wallflowers? 


TF  you  sow  seed  of  wallflowers  and  of  Sweet 
JL  Williams  now.  you  will  get  under-sized 
plants.  The  seed  should  have  been  sown 
weeks  ago.  But  you  are  In  good  time  for  cut- 
tings of  these  two  plants.  From  half  a  doaen 
plants  one  can  get  many  cuttings,  all  of  which 
are  now  anxious  to  take  root  If  planted,  after 
correct  preparation  in  sandy  soil,  where  there 
Is  enough  shade  to  save  them  being  parched 
by  the  sun.  In  the  case  of  Sweet  Williams,  it 
is  generally  possible  to  pull  from  the  old  plant 
several  side  growths  with  some  roots  of  their 
own  These  are  practically  complete  young 
plnnts  and  only  need  to  be  planted  where  you 
you  wish  them  to  flower.  Otherwise  the  cut- 
tings should  be  dealt  with  In  the  same  way 
as  those  of  wallflowers.  Short,  thick,  side 
growths,  unflowered.  should  be  cut  off  below  a 
Joint  and  planted  an  Inch  deep,  either  in 
f hallow  boxes  or  the  bed  of  a  cold  frame  or  In 
the  open  and  partly  shaded  border  In  each 
instance,  light  soil  being  necessary,  made  as 
Arm  a*  possible  as  soon  as  the  cuttings  are  in. 
A  good  plan  to  secure  bushy  young  plant* 
from  the  outset  is  to  nip  off  the  top  of  each 
cutting  before  it  1*  planted.  Try  a  packet  of 
Cloth  of  Gold  Wallflower  seed  In  the  south 
border  for  transplanting  in  October. 


Mews  for  the  Goalkeeper 

T7OOD  and  greenstuff  being  so  plentiful,  now 
JP  Is  the  Ume  to  buy  new  stock.  If  you 
want  milk  at  once,  buy  an  older  animal, 
but  If  In  doubt,  buy  a  goatling,  which  Is  bound 
to  grow  into  money. 

Dry  goats  require  but  little  food  now  in 
addition  to  Uie  ample  pasturage  that  is  avail- 
able A  mere  handful  of  dry  corn  morning 
and  night  will  keep  such  an  animal  In  perfect 
condition. 

Make  as  much  hay  as  you  can.  It  can  be 
stored  indoors  In  any  odd  dry  corner  if  kept 
from  direct  contact  with  the  floor.  For  stor- 
ing large  quantities  a  roof  supported  by  poles, 
stuck  In  some  right-angled  comer  where  two 
buildings  come  together,  answers  well  and 
coats  very  little. 

If  Your  Ooat  KJds  Now -A  goat  which  kids 
now  does  so  at  a  capital  time  tor  milking  well, 
and  Summer-dropped  kids  are  the  easiest  of 
any  to  rear.  Given  dry  weather,  she  may  be 
allowed  to  kid  out  of  doors,  should  the  event 
occur  during  the  day.  but  care  should  be  taken 
during  the  first  week  not  to  expose  her  to  hot 
sunshine.  Do  not  give  the  full  allowance  of 
concentrated  food  for  the  first  four  days  after 
kidding,  but  afterwards  feed  this  food  aa 
liberally  aa  will  be  properly  responded  to  in 
the  milk  yield. 

Coming  at  Call  -If  your  goats  run  loose 
when  out.  It  will  save  you  time  to  have  them 
come  to  you  at  call.  Ooats  will  usually  come 
up  to  you  when  you  call  them  by  name,  espe- 
cially if  you  have  a  tit-bit  waiting  for  them 
and  start  training  them  early. 

Repairs  to  the  Ooat  Shed  — Summer  time  Is 
when  building  repairs  should  be  done.  and.  of 
course,  done  for  preference  whilst  the  goats 
are  out  In  the  pasture  Wooden  buildings  now 
require  special  attenUon.  for  after  the  severe 
weather  or  the  Winter,  sun  and  warmth 
usually  means  some  shrinking,  warping  and 
cracking,  which  need*  to  be  counteracted  In 
some  way  or  other.  Roofing -felt  will  soon  con- 
vert a  leaky  roof  Into  a  sound  one.  Putty  or

The  Garden  Week  by  Week

II  J  HILE  the  Bummer  is  here  one  may 
y  W  wander  around  gardens  and  nurseries 
and  see  shrubs  at  their  best  It  to. 
therefore,  a  good  time  to  discuss  them,  al- 
Uwugh.  of  course,  they  cannot  be  planted  until 
the  Fail 

A  shrub  garden,  properly  made  and  planted, 
is  a  very  beautiful  feature,  but  If  Uie  selection 
to  badly  made.  It  is  often  Just  the  opposite. 
Unlike  a  garden  of  herbaclous  plants,  a 
shrub  garden  may  be  made  a  thing  of  beauty 
for  twelve  months  la  the  year  Even  In  the 
dead  of  Winter,  owing  to  the  grace  of  form 
which  these  subjeccs  possess  and  Co  the  fact 
that  a  great  number  are  evergreen,  they  pre- 
sent a  very  beautiful  sight.  The  wonderful 
difference  in  habit  of  growth  and  their  more 
permanent  nature  make  ahrubs  the  most 
adaptable  of  material*  to  create  beautiful  ef- 
fect*. 

What  makes  a  garden  of  shrubs  more  a  work 
of  art.  requiring  greater  skill  In  its  making 
than  almost  any  other  kind  of  garden,  to  Che 
fact  Chat  the  whole  thing  must  be  accurately 
proporUoned  with  a  proper  balanced  harmony 
of  curves. 

The  yellow*  and  goiUs  or  U.t  berbtito.  with 
their  rich  green  leaves;  the  wealth  of  blossom 
of  Che  almonds,  the  flowering  crabs.  Uie  orna- 
nienCal  cherries  and  plums  In  even*  shade  of 
pink;  Che  wonderful  flame  and  gold,  red  and 
pink  of  Che  azaleas;  the  different  splrea* ,  all 
showing  an  unmistakable  family  likeness,  but 
yet  so  varied:  Che  brooms  with  their  yellow, 
white,  cream,  chocolate  and  wine -red  bloom*; 

•  gone,  foray  this,  laburnum,  lilac  and  a  host  of 
other  plane*  offer  material  enough  to  give 
color  as  many  harmonies  of  form  as  can  be 
desired. 

(  haracter  in  Evergreens 

AMONG  the  evergreens,  to  mention  but  a 
few.  the  Juniper*  give  a  wonderful 
amount  of  character  to  any  planting  They 
may  be  had  in  so  many  forms  and  In  auch 
a  variety  of  tones  that  they  are  indispensable. 
The  prostrate  and  semi -prostrate  kind*  are 
always  attractive,  while  Che  plllar-llke  forms 
have  a  beauty  all  Chelr  own.  Many  of  the 
pines,  spruces  and  firs  are  small  enough  Co  be 
considered  shrubs.  The  coConeaster*.  with 
their  wealth  of  scarlet  berries  In  Winter,  may 
be  had  in  a  doaen  dlfferenc  varieties  snd 
should  be  planted  freely. 

A  l»rge  number  of  shrubs  flower  In  the

Non-Swarming  Bees  Arc 
Best  Producers 

IF  a  swarm  o:  bees  In  May  to  worth  a  ton 
of  hay.  a  colony  that  does  not  swarm  to 
worth  at  least  two  Cons  of  hay.  ObservaUon 
ft  a  period  of  years  shows  this  Co  be  Crue. 
as  colonies  Chat  were  kept  from  swarming  pro- 
duced from  two  to  four  Umes  as  much  honey 
as  colonies  that  swarmed. 

The  methods  of  swarm  control  effecUvely 
employed  Involved  the  use  or  young  queens 
and  allowing  the  bees  plenty  or  room.  Young 
queens  are  necessary  if  swarming  I*  to  be  kept 
at  a  minimum,  for  they  are  not  as  likely  Co 
give  the  bees  those  signs,  intangible  even  to 
the  most  experienced  beekeeper,  which  start 
swarm  preparaUon*  A  young  queen  every 
year  Is  a  good  rule. 

Plenty  of  room  during  the  building-up  pro- 
cess should  always  be  provided  Thl*  doe*  not 
necessarily  mean  extra  hive  bodies.  A  little 
time  spent  in  keeping  the  combs  containing 
b-ood  in  the  middle  of  the  hive,  thus  permit- 
ting work  In  all  direction*,  to  •  great  help. 
Moving  Che  pollen-clogged  combs  usually  found 
next  to  Che  combs  containing  honey  to  an- 
other manipulation  which  gives  the  effect  of 
sdded  room.  Comb*  of  honey  h»ve  the  s»me 
effect  and  should  be  treated  In  Che  same  man- 
ner. Such  simple  measure*  aid  enormously  In 
reducing  swarming  and.  in  *ddlClon.  are  good 
beekeeping  practices,  which  tend  Co  keep  the 
bees  accumulating  honey. 

The  Cabbage  Root  Fly 

tyfHAT  Is  the  most  destructive  and  pro- 
W  voking  pest  of  vegetables  Just  now?  We 
think  the  verdict  would  go  to  the  cabbage  root 
fly.  or.  rather,  its  pesClferous  faC  llCUe  yellow- 
white  grubs  which  have  been  running  riot  at 
Che  roots  of  all  the  greens  for  the  last  six 
weeks. 

You  see  Che  plane*  here  and  there  refusing 
to  grow,  the  foliage  looking  hard  and  stunted 
and  gradually  yellowing  and  browning  The 
plants  seem  to  get  smaller  each  day.  and 
Anally,  in  desperation,  you  pull  one  up.  and 
then  you  wonder  not  Chat  It  looks  so  sickly 
but  that  it  is  alive  at  all.  Of  root  system  it 
ha*  none  worth  calling— merely  a  rotting 
stump.

The  tarred  discs.  If  they  are  fixed 
each  plant  a*  soon  as  it  was  put  Into  final 
quarters,  have  helped  a  little.

Rules  of  Planting 

A GARDEN  of  trees  and  shrubs  should  be  a 
garden  of  curving  lines  Subject  Co  neces- 
sary' pruning,  elmoet  every  shrub  or  tree  that 
grows.  If  allowed  to  grow  naturally,  is  in  Itself 
•  thing  of  beauty. 

There  are  some  rules  that  should  be  ob- 
served In  planung  a  shrub  garden  The  back- 
ground should  be  as  dark  as  possible.  Almost 
every  plant  or  flower  to  seen  to  better  advan- 
tage against  a  dark  background,  providing  it  Ii 
In  a  good  light.  To  realtoe  this,  one  has  only 
to  think  of  a  flowering  cherry  or  plum  against 
a  background  of  pine  or  flr. 

The  nature  of  any  planting  will  depend  upon 
the  characcer  of  Che  surroundings.  A  glorious 
garden  may  be  constructed,  merging  almost 
lnperceptably  into  Its  surroundings:  or,  on  the 
other  hand,  one  may  plant  new  or  use  exist- 
ing backgrounds  of  trees,  making  with  Chem 
actually  an  enclosed  garden.  There  are  plenty 
of  suitable  subjects.  It  only  needs  Che  sense  ol 
mass  and  lines  to  make  them  the  beautiful 
picture  which  ahould  be  the  aim  of  every 
gardener.

Problem  of  Size 

A8HRUB  garden  may  be  large  or  small. 
It  to  aimply  the  difference  between  th« 
mansion  and  the  bijou  villa  In  the  large 
garden  large  subJecCs  may  be  used,  while  in 
the  smaller  edlllon  dwarfer  kinds  should  be 
planted.  The  general  sense  of  proportion  t« 
thus  maintained.  It  la  a  fact  that  a  small 
garden  of  any  kind  Is  more  difficult  to  plant 
satisfactorily  than  a  large  one.  and  Chi*  to 
particularly  true  of  a  shrub  garden. 

The  ground  for  a  shrub  garden  should  bs 
well  drained,  and  If  the  soil  to  poor,  It  should 
be  enriched  Deep  cultivation  to  necessary  to 
insure  good  growth.  Planting  should  be  done 
in  the  Fall  before  the  ground  to  too  wet  Plant- 
ing In  wet  ground  makes  the  ground  con- 
solidate too  much  around  Che  roots  of  ths 
plants.  See  the  shrub*  during  the  8ummei 
so  that  you  may  choose  those  that  you  want 
to  plane  in  the  Fall.

NUMBER  of  New  Jersey  orcherdtot*  have 
found  Chat  stationary  spraying  plants, 
particularly  when  used  In  large  orchsrds  of 
mature  trees,  effect,  appreciable  savings  in 
labor  and  speed  up  spraying  operations  Thee* 
orchardtot*  say  Chey  would  never  return  to  the 
older  portable  rigs  for  spraying  trees  of  heavy- 
bearing  age. 

The  sCatlonary  spraying  apparatus  la  espe- 
cially suited  Co  the  large  orchards  because  It 
makes  unnecessary  the  many  long  hauls  foe 
water  and  spray  maeerlato.  which  are  unavoid- 
able when  portable  rigs  are  used  The  sta- 
tionary plant  simplifies  Che  problem  of  apply- 
ing each  spray  within  a  com  pars  lively 
period,  a  problem  which  frequently  to 
In  large  orchards  where  only  portable  spray 
rigs  are  used  With  Che  stationary  spraying 
plane,  moreover,  operations  are  not  hampered 
by  a  lack  of  space  between  large  trees,  a*  It 
the  case  with  portable  rig*. 


Peas  and  Beans  Hare 
Valuable  Roots 


HEN  you  are  In  an  Inquisitive  mood. 
Cake  a  look  aC  Che  root*  of  some  of  your 
peas  and  beans.  If  you  have  never  don*  so 
before,  you  will  get  the  fright  of  your  life. 
The  roots  are  certain  to  be  covered  with 
These  are  not  club  root, 
infests  all  members  of  the 
cruclfer  family  only  They  are  not  disease  at 
all.  Indeed,  the  more  there  are  Che  better 
la  your  luck. 

Bach  nodule  Is  a  little  factory  populated  by 
myriads  of  Uny  bacteria,  or  germs,  all  busily 
engaged  in  manufoceuring  plant  food  for  Che 
plant.  They  actually  change  Che  nitrogen  of 
our  atmosphere  into  nitrates  for  plan!  food. 
Do  not.  therefore,  pull  up  your  old  pass  and 
beans.  Cut  them  off  at  soil  level  and  leave 
a'l  this  in  the  soil  Also  remember  that  you 
msy  find  your  soil  enriched  rather  than  1m- 
po^rtahsd  after  a  crop  of  peas  and  beans.
